Xbgn^r,  whom  a  Swedish  Author  has  magnificently 
denominated  "that  Mighty  Genie  who  oi^nizes  even  disor- 
der," *  has  in  no  production  more  distinguished  himself 
than  ia  the  work  of  which  the  following  pages  afe  a 
TranslatioD.  If  his  fame  is  to  be  measured  by  the  rule 
of  Madame  de  StaJil  —  "translations  are  a  present  im- 
mortality" —  then  it  will  not  soon  perish  .from  the  re- 
cords of  —  tlie  Great. 

Folly  aware  of  the  horror  every  distinguished  Poet 
mnst  feel,  at  having  mangled  versions  of  his  finest  lays 
sent  out  from  distant  lands,  —  the  Translator  early  re- 
solved not  to  publish  this  Work,  unless  it  met  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Author  himself.  This  he  has  been 
fortonate  enough  to  obtain,  accompanied  by  corrections 
and  communicatioDS  of  the  highest  value.  To  the  'Intro- 
ductory Letter,'"*  in  particular,  we  would  refer,  as  con- 
taining ezplsQHtions  indispensable  for  understanding  the 
Original  Design  of  the  Poem.  It  would  be  superfluous  to 
add,  that  we  eiiprcss  our  deepest  grautude  for  both  the 
kindness  itself  which  the  Bishop  has  hei-eby  showed  us, 
and  for  Oie  manner  in  which  it  was  done,  —  to  an  u/z- 
hnown  and  undistinguished  Student. 

Our  thanks  are  slso  especially  due  to  the  individuals 
who  have  variously  contributed  to  the  elucidation  and 
adornment  of  our  pages.  The  "Life"  by  the  distinguished 
Poet  and  Patriarchal  Christian  franz^n  ,  *  *  —  the  "De- 
scription  of  Ingeborg's    Arm-Ring"**    by    the   profound

denda to  the  work  iuelf  and  deserve,  as  they  will  receive, 
the  thanks  of  the  European  Public. 

Conceiving  it  necessary  to  a  proper  appreciation  of 
the  Poetic  Legend,  we  have  appended  a  Translation  of 
the  Prose  Icelandic  Saga ,  in  itself  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful in  the  whole  Cycle  of  Icelandic  Literature.  The  in- 
cidents relating  to  the  Hero,  Frilhiof  the  Dauntless,  oc- 
cuiTed  previously  to  the  close  of  the  Vllllh  Century  of 
our  Era,  ibough  they  were  probably  not  transferred  from 
the  oral  to  the  written  circle  of  tradition  till  3  or  4  cen- 
turies later. 

As  to  the  'Frithiof  of  Bishop  TEGNi^  we  cannot  do 
better  than  quote  from  a  beautiful  Notice  of  the  Bishop's 
Poem  insei-ted  in  the  "North  American  Review"  No,  XC VI} 
the  Author  is,  we  believe,  the  learned  and  talented  Pro- 
fessor Longfellow,**  whom  we  remember  having  seen 
in  this  Capital  during  his  Northern  Tour :  —  "We  consider

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the  "Legend  of  Frithior'  as  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
prodnctioDa  of  the  age.  It  is  an  Epic  Poem,  composed 
of  a  series  of  Ballads  ...  It  seems  to  us  a  Terj  laudable 
innovation,  tbns  to  describe  varions  scenes  in  various 
metre,  and  not  employ  the  same  for  a  game  of  chess  and 
a  storm  at  sea.  .  .  The  reader  must  bear  in  mind,  that 
the  work  before  btm  is  written  in  the  spirit  of  the  past; 
in  the  spirit  of  that  old  poetry  of  the  North,  in  wbich 
the  same  images  and  expressions  are  oft  repealed,  and 
tbe  sword  is  called  the  Lightning's  Brother,  —  a  Banner, 
the  Hider  of  Heaven;  gold,  the  Daj-ligbt  of  Dwarfs,  and 
the  grave,  the  green  gate  of  Paradise.  The  old  Scald 
smote  the  strings  of  his  harp,  with  as  bold  a  hand,  as 
the  Berserk  smote  his  foe .  . .  He  lived  in  a  credulous 
age;  in  the  dim  twilight  of  the  past.  He  was 
"The  sky-lark  in  tbe  dawn  of  years, 
Tbe  poet  of  the  mom." 

" We   must  visit,  in  imaginaUon  at  least,  that 

distant  land  [Scandinavia],  and  converse  witb  the  genius 
of  the  place.  It  points  us  to  the  Past;  to  the  great  mounds, 
which  are  the  tombs  of  kings.  Their  bones  are  vritbin ; 
skeletons  of  warriors  mounted  on  the  skeletons  of  their 
steeds;  and  Vikings  sittiug  gaunt  and  grim  on  tbe  plankless 
ribs  of  their  pirate  ships.  ...  In  every  mysterious  sound 
that  fills  the  air,  tbe  peasant  still  bears  the  ti'ampling  of 
Odin's  steed,  which  many  centuries  ago  took  fright  at  the 
sound  of  a  church  bell.  The  memory  af  Balder  is  still 
preserved  in  the  flower  that  bears  his  name ,  and  Freja's 
spinning-wheel  still  glimmers  in  tbe  stars  of  tbe  constel- 
lation Orion.  The  sound  of  StrSmkarl's  [the  Mer-man's] 
flute  is  heard  in  tinkling  brooks,  and  bis  song  in  water- 
falls.     In   tbe  forest,  tbe  Skogsfrun,  of  wondrous  beauty, 
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leads  young  men  aslray;  and  Tomtgubbe  {\m\e  Puck]  ham- 
mers and  pounds  awaj,  all  night  long,  at  the  peasant's 
unfiuished  cottage.  Almost  piimeval  simplicity  reigns  over 
this  Northern  land ,  —  almost  primeval  solitude  and  stillness." 
In  translating  the  work  thus  commented  upon,  we 
have  preserved  the  same  metre  and  the  same  nomber  of 
lines  in  XXH  (or  sirictlj  XXIII  for  the  Ilnd  Canto  differs 
little  from  the  Swedish,  if  printed  in  4  lines  instead  of  8), 
out  of  the  XXIV  Cantos.  *  Willingly  would  we  have  done 
so  in  the  two  remaining  Songs  also,  but  found  it  impos- 
sible  without  sacrificing  the  spirit  to  the  form.  We  wish 
any  future  Translator  better  success.  The  Translation  was 
commenced  and  almost  finished  before  we  met  with  any 
one  of  the  Versions  which  have  preceded  it,  and  not- 
withstandiog  their  general  merit,  the  present  pages  will 
perhaps  be  accepuble  to  all  who  wish  to  examine  TEG- 
h6r'*  in  faithful  echoes,  instead  of  in  a  Paraphrase;  — 
though  the  latter  is,  of  course,  a  far  easier  task  for  the 
Versifier.

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The  Notes  and  Index  have  been  reduced  iato  as  short 
a  compass  as  possible,  cousistent  with  a  tolerabl;  clear 
explanation  of  the  different  subjects  on  which  they  treat. 
There  is  little  that  is  original  among  them,  onr  object 
having  been  to  use  the  picturesque  descriptions  of  the 
Ancient  North  in  preference  to  modem  paraphases.  Many, 
it  is  true ,  will  think  them  much  too  diffuse ;  but  oor  own 
persuasion  af  the  low  state  of  Scandinavian  Literature  ge- 
nerally in  Great  Britain ,  induces  the  idea  that  the  majority 
of  our  readers  will  thank  us  for  our  otherwise  thankless 
trouble.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  large  number  of  ex- 
tracts are  from  the  notes  appended  to  the  Translation  of 
the  Rev.  Mr  Strong,  — hut,  undoubtedlj^  both  the  reader 
and  that  gentleman  himself  will  acquit  us  for  avoiding 
the  stupid  and  pedantic  vanity  of  again  doing  what  had 
been  ao  welt  done  before.  The  field  of  mind ,  of  litera- 
ture, of  the  ennoblement  and  civilization  of  onr  race  is 
so  large,  so  immense,  that  the  "few  labourers"  who  cul- 
tivate it  have  all  of  them  more  than  they  can  possibly 
accomplish  —  without  wasting  their  time  and  strength  by 
doing  things  twice  over  when  once  is  sufficient. 

Lastly,  if  this  work  has  any  merit,  —  let  the  honour 
fall  where  it  is  due.  —  It  is  to  my  dear  and  distinguished 
Brother,  the  Rev.  J.  R.  STEPHENS,  the  tribune  op  the 
POOH,  that  I  am  indebted  for  having  my  attention  turned 

"from  sounds  to  things;" 
and  he  it  was  who  recommended  to  my  eager  study  the 
literature  of  the  North  in  general,  and  Fritfaofa  Saga 
in  parUcnlar  —  which  he  unrolled  before  me  by  an  oral 
translation  —  at  a  time  when  far  away  from  the  shores  of 
the  North,  and  when  the  work  was  altogether  unknown 
in  England. 
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But  the  faults  of  tbia  Performance  ai-e  so  numerous, 
and  so  well  aware  are  we  of  the  great  degree  in  which  it 
falls  short  of  the  beautiful  Original  and  of  our  own  Ideal  — 
that  it  is  only  with  all  the  modesty  becoming  youth  and 
comparative  inexperience ,  that  we  venture  to  lay  it , 

"Witb  all  its  imperfections  on  its  head ," 
before  an  enlightened  and  indulgent  public.  One  thing 
we  mast  entreat,  —  that  every  thing  weak,  inferior,  or 
unezpressive  will  be  attributed  to  its  proper  source  —  the 
pen  of  the  Translator  —  not  the  "immorul  plume"  of 
the  illustrious  A-uthor.  Do  not  let  the  Master  suffer 
for  the  faults  of  his  Disciple.  —  Should  these  pages  be 
received  with  favour,  it  is  our  intention,  at  some  future 
period,  to  present  to  our  countrymen  a  volume  contain- 
ing a  choice  series  of  the  "Beauties  of  TEGN^,"  most 
of  them,  whether  in  prose  or  poetry,  unabridged.  In 
the  mean  time,  should  Criticism  —  seated  on  the  throne 
of  the  Tbuuderer,  and  wielding  the  God's  own  bolts  — 

Hurl  its  indignant  lightnings  at  our  head, 
and  annihilate  a  work  vainly  hoping  for  subsistence  — our 
consolation  will  be,   "non   omnia  possumus  omnea,"  and 
we  shall  abandon  the  field  to  some  more  gifted  champion.

1  hne  of  the  ProTtnee*  of  Sweden  tic  with  each  other  in  cUiming  b> 
thcmielTCf  the  name,  lo  glorioiu  fat  the  whole  kingdom,  lo  beloved  by 
Ute  whole  nation,  —  Ttanit..  The  fint  is  the  iron-Teincd  Wtrmlaadj 
where  the  great  Bard  was  born  and  grew  in  fcari.  The  second  i>  the 
fruitful  Skant  (Scania),  at  whose  famed  Univerailj  he  suddenly  sprang 
forth  an  accomplished  Teacher ,  instead  of  what  he  had  been  —  an  eitra- 
ordinarjr  and  for  the  most  part  a  self-taught  pupil,  —  and  whence  his 
poetical  renown  flew  Ihrougb  the  whole  of  Sweden,  and  soon  through 
Europe  itself.  The  pleasant  (trtjlig)  Smaland  is  the  third;  here,  as  the 
Chief  of  ill  Diocese  and  the  guardian  of  its  Educational  Institutions,  he 
hai  gained  jet  greater  consideration  gud  yet  fircsher  honours.  Indeed  he 
belongs  originally  to  this  Bishopric,  partly  through  his  Father  who  was 
born  tbere,  and  partly  by  his  Name  which  his  Ancestors  took  firom  the 
YilIagG  of  Tegna  {TtstuAy)  —  at  present  a  part  of  Qte  DioccMvEstatea. 
Thns  his  very  name  seoras  to  have  annonuccd  to  noila  bis  future  station. 
Hi*  Father,  who  was  alto  called  asius  neafa,  and  who  wae  a  good 
Preacher,  a  cheerful  Companion,  and  an  active  Agriculturalist,  had  been 
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nominaUd  t»  (he  Rectot;  of  Hill«*Tik.  It  wu  while  be  wu  jet  wailjuf 
till  he  could  occupy  the  Pananage,  and  waa  liring  at  the  home  of  the 
Awiatant-Hinister  at  Kyrkerud  in  the  Living  of  Bj,  that  hia  Sponac, 
whoK  maidcD  name  wai  S.  M.  Seideliui,  bore  him,  on  the  13th  of  No- 
*ember  1782,  hb  fourth  Son  —  Euiaa. 

While  not  yet  9  jean  old  he  loat  hia  father,  and  for  want  of 
meana  —  hit  elder  Brother!  baling  all  to  be  tnpported  ai  Studenta  — 
wai  compelled  to  aeek  •ome  other  path  for  hia  future  liTclihood.  The 
Aiaeuor  Branting,  a  Smiland-nan,  coniequoitly  flrom  the  aame  Prorince, 
and  probably  alio  a  near  firiend  of  hii  father,  took  the  lad  into  bia 
Houte,  and  he  was  brought  up  UuR  to  be  bii  AaaUtant  in  the  Baillic- 
Office-room  (Fogde-Kontoret).  He  aoon  acquired  whatefO'  belonged  to 
bia  employment,  and  accompanied  hi*  Fottcr-father  to  all  the  meeting* 
for  (he  collection  of  the  Taie*.  A(  the  Bailliwic  wai  exteoaiTe,  theae 
joamiet  taught  biin  to  know  and  admire  the  beauty  with  which  thi* 
Prorince  refleela  it«  wood*  and  mountains  in  its  many  lake*.  A  proof 
of  thi*  we  Sod  in  hi*  fine  Poem  'To  my  Home-region'  CTill  mia  Hem- 
byggd'  *),  the  first  which  introduced  him  to  the  notice  of  the  Public. 

TioHift  cannot  himielf  remember,  when  he  first  began  to  write  Ter*c. 
While  yet  a  child,  he  sang  of  ercry  event  at  all  remarkable  in  his  nniform 
lift.  Nay,  he  eTcn  undertook  a  considerable  Poem  under  the  name  of 
'Atle,'  the  lubjcct  of  which  was  taken  from  "Bjnrneri  Kumpadatcr,"  — 
(bus  the  Same  collection  of  old  Sagas  in  which,  at  a  more  mature  age, 
be  found  the  rough  sketch  of  bis  'Frithiof ' 

The  Northern  Sagas  were  among  his  first  and  dearest  acquaintances, 
at  a  time  when  —  ignorant  of  every  language  but  his  molhcr-toDgue  — 
he  read  every  thing  he  could  meet  with,  particularly  in  History  and  the 
Belle*  Lettres.  He  sat,  with  a  book  in  hit  band,  wlicrevrr  be  happened 
to  find  himself,  sometimes  on  a  stone,  and  sometimes  on  a  ladder;  — 
and  one  day,  during  harveat,  when  he  (bould  watch  a  field-gate,  he 
altogether  forgot  his  task ,  so  iwallowed  up  wa*  he  in  wliat  he  was  read- 
ing, and  let  the  cattle  wander  through  into  the  yet  unmown  meadow! 

Thus  grew  he  up,  like  ■  Wild-Apple- tree  in  the  forest,  till  he  wa* 
14  years  of  age.  Then  it  was  that  Branting,  who  bad  long  remarked  his 
passion  for  reading,  accidentally  discovered  the  profit  he  drew  from  iL 
One   cTcoing,   a*   they   were   traveling  home  from  GuUtad  and  the  star* 
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were  ihimiig  bright  aboie  then,  hi*  focterAtlier,  who  km  ■  piom  ■nin 
of  the  good  old-fMluoned  School ,  took  occuion  to  tpcik  or  the  handi- 
work! of  God,  aact  of  the  evident  omuipotenee  and  wiadom  he  had  di*- 
coTcrcd  thnein.  The  boy'*  aniwcr  ihowed  •  knowledge  of  the  Sjrteu 
of  the  World  and  of  the  Lawi  for  the  motioni  of  the  heaTcnl;  BodEei, 
at  which  the  old  nan  wat  utoniahed.  'How  do  jou  know  that,*?  he 
enquired.  'I  hare  read  ahont  it  in  "Battholma  Philoiophie  (Br  Olarde'" 
(PhiloMph;  for  the  unlearned)  —  he  replied.  Branting  waa  lilent;  bat 
■ome  dayi  after,  he  obaerred,  —  'You  muit  become  a  Student'  —  How 
decuiTe  were  Iheaa  word*!  How  important  not  onlj  in  the  Life  ofnowia, 
but  in  the  Literature  of  hit  Conntij,  in  which  hit  name  ha*  created  a 
new  epoch.  And  how  manifold  U  the  good,  both  in  the  Church  and  ia 
the  School*  of  Sweden,  which  moat  have  been  loit  had  it  not  been  for 
that  one  aentence!  It  wa*  on  that  eiprcuion  depended  all  the  renown 
and  pleaiore  which  hi*  Woika,  Iranilatcd  a*  thcj  have  been  into  to 
many  langnagea,  have  excited  throaghoul  Enrope.  Well  doe*  the  memoij 
of  the  honourable  Branting  deterre  the  cUttinction,  to  he  handed  down 
to  Poilcritj  conjoined  with  the  name  of  hii  immortal  Foater-ionl  — -  But 
wa*  it  hi*  work  alone?  —  Though  we  cannot,  it  i*  tme,  regard  it  ■* 
diiect  inipiralion  that  he  ihould  begin  talking  ahoot  the  Star*  to  the 
«im|4e  office-boj  in  whoie  mind  la;  concealed  lo  great  *  inbject,  — atill, 
in  the  whole  of  thii  circumilance  genvallj,  we  mu*t  adnowtedge  the 
goiding  banil  of  I'rovidence,  that  hand  *o  evident  hut  to  oft  nntecn  in 
the  lii^  of  the  Individnal  no  lesa  than  in  the  Hiitorjr  of  (he  World ! 

To  ttndy,  had  long  been  the  aecret  longing  of  the  hojr,  but  he  had 
not  dared  to  rrprcaent  hi*  wiihca.  And  even  now,  however  great  hi* 
joy  at  thi*  glimpte  of  nneipectcd  light  he  could  not  help  objecting  — 
hit  want  of  mcana.  "God  will  provide  for  the  lacrifice;'  answered  Bran- 
ting, 'Jon  are  born  for  something  better  than  what  jou  can  become  with 
me;  you  mnit  go  to  yonr  eldest  Brother,  he  will  guide  your  ttudici, 
and  I  shall  not  forget  you*. 

This  j^omi**  be  fulfilled,  not  only  by  considerable  snma  lo  aMist 
in  keeping  him  at  the  University,  but  by  a  fatherly  sympathy  in  all 
that  regarded  him.  And  this,  notwithstanding  he  was  now  compelled  to 
abandon  the  hope  he  had  long  secretly  chcriahed,  of  being  able  in  time 
to  leave  him  his  Place  —  together  with  bis  youngest  daughter. 

In  the  month  of  March  1796,  Etaia*  removed  to  hi*  Brother  I,ar* 
Gnataf,  who  was  (hen  a  Candidate  of  Philology ,  and  was  living  in  Wcrm* 
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UdiI.  The  ImUct,  a  man  already  diilinguished  for  nncommon  karning, 
and  who  at  the  UniTcrtilf-Promotion  wa*  the  rival  of  hU  jounger  Bro- 
ther for  the  flr»l  degree,  and  who  ai  biaoj  thought  ought  to  have  gained 
the  preference,  now  became  the  tutor  of  the  joaogeat.  Tlie  wondcrftil 
progreu  which  he  made,  ii  a  proof  what  determined  molalion  united  to 
commanding  tslcnta  can  aceomplUh,  especially  in  the  warming  teaion  of 
impetuont  Tonth. 

After  nine  month '■  inBlracUon  fiwm  hi*  Brother,  who  emplojcd  the 
old  aolid  method  of  teaching,  be  was  ahle  to  (todj  for  himielf.  He  now, 
during  the  course  of  1797,  made  himKlf  familiar  with  ■  multitude  of 
Latin  Author*,  particularly  the  PoeU.  The  latter  fixed  themxlve*  m 
firmly  in  hi*  uncommonly  rtrong  memory,  that  he,  to  thi*  day,  eait 
repeat  large  estraci*  from  their  work*.  In  Greek  alio,  and  in  French,  be 
adfanced  rapidly  without  any  a*iittance. 

So  early  a*  the  following  year,  howcTcr,  when  he  had  not  yet  com- 
pleted hia  IGlh  winter,  the  Youth  was  compelled  to  undertake  the  ioilruction 
of  other* ,  in  order  to  find  meani  for  hi*  own  further  education.  The  IroD- 
Haiter  (BruJupatron ,  Owner  of  Iron-Work ■,)  Myhrman,  who  waa  after- 
ward! Councillor  of  Mines  (Bergirdd)  invited  him  to  become  the  Tutor 
of  hi*  Children.  lo  thii  alio  irii  a  special  diipcnialion ,  which  influenced 
not  only  hi*  private  and  immediate  circumstances,  but  alio  hii  future 
happiness.  The  spot,  too,  at  which  he  resided  was  diitinguished  for  a 
wild  hat  imposing  leeaery.  It  belonged  to  those  eilcnsiTe  wood'landa  to 
which  "Yrrakarl,"*  a*  Karl  the  IXth  is  still  called  in  this  Diitriet, 
lummoned  his  colonists  from  Finland.  The  owner  of  the  Works  wa*  an 
intelligent  and  penevering  Iron-Fonndcr,  hut  at  the  same  time  a  man 
uncommonly  educated  for  his  employment  Being  himself  well  Tersed,not 
only  in  several  modern  Languages,  but  also  in  the  Latin  Tongue,  his  Li- 
brary contained  eren  several  Greek  Classics.  Among  these  wa*  a  Folio ,  which 
soon  became  the  object  of  the  poetical  stripling's  moat  zcalou*  rcteardies. 
It  wa*B  — Homer.  Notwithstanding  all  the  difficulties  thrown  in  his  way 
by  the  many  anomalous  Dialects,  and  by  his  own  still  imperfect  know- 
ledge of  the  Language  as  a  whole  and  of  its  various  pecnliaritiea,  — bewas 
not  to  be  dismayed.  Even  then ,  tbc  great  characteristic  of  his  mind  wa*  — 
never  to  give  wayi  besides  which  it  exhibited  all  that  energy  which  distin- 
guishes a  great  genius.  With  Zenophon  also,  and  with  Lueian,  be  became

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ftmiliar.  Bttt  tlie  Bard  who  priacipallj  divided  liia  time  and  alUDlion 
with  old  Homer,  «u  —  his  Horacci  and  here  it  was  he  Bnt  became  ac- 
qnainUd  with  hi*  writinp.  Id  th«  midst  of  all  thi«,  h«  hj  no  means 
neileetcd  the  Literature  of  France,  whose  most  claMical  prodaclions  richly 
adorned  this  Gentleman's  (helves.  —  Thus  it  was  that  he  was  even  now 
lajing  the  fonudstioni  of  that  Independence  with  which  he  afterward* 
withstood  all  one-tided  or  narrow-minded  judgcmeals  over  the  Literature 
both  of  antiquity  and  of  modem  timet.  Bnt  as  he  did  not  find  a  aingle 
G«man  Poet  in  Uiii  Library  and  only^  learned  that  Language  through  the 
medium  of  common  elementary  books,  be  acquired  a  prejudice  against  it  which 
was  long  before  it  was  entirety  dissipated.  With  English,  on  theconlriry, 
he  became  poetically  acquainted  through  Macphcnon's  Tranxlation  of 
Osaian.  This  work  produced  such  an  tBoA  upon  hii  imagination ,  that  he 
learned  tbe  language  without  any  help. 

In  the  usual  pleasures  and  amnsement*  of  youth,  and  in  Society  in 
general,  he  mixed  little  if  at  all.  Nor,  indeed,  did  he  miss  them;  for 
bis  books  gave  him  full  employment.  He  even  seldom  allowed  himself 
time,  at  this  period,  to  write  Terses.  A  report,  bowetcr,  of  Buonaparte's 
death  in  ^ypt,  occasioned  his  composing  a  Lyric  Poem  which  gave  Mjhr- 
man  who  exceedingly  admired  the  French  Hero,  great  hopes  of  the  youth- 
ful minstrel.  But  the  Production  thus  grounded  on  so  false  a  rumour, 
hu  oerer  yet  been  published. 

Having  now  reached  his  ITth  year,  he  repaired  to  Lund,  in  the 
autumn  of  1799,  .and  commenced  hia  Academic  course.  His  object,  at. 
flnt,  wai  only  to  prepare  for  bis  entrance  into  the  Hoyal  Chancery. 
Still  he  would  give  a  public  i^oot  of  bis  proficiency  in  tbe  Greek  and 
Roman  Languages,  and  accordingly  wrolc  a  Latin  Treatise  mi  Anacreon. 
Armed  with  this  Document,  he  hastened  to  Doctor  Norberg,  a  Scholar 
Amous  for  his  Oriental  erudition,  and  to  whose  Professorship  the  Lite- 
rature of  Greece  also  belonged  at  that  time.  This  interview  produced  a 
nevd^^changing  impression  on  tbe  mind  of  the  promising  young  student, 
not  only  through  the  encouraging  kindness  with  which  he  bad  received 
him,  but  through  his  whole  hearing  and  manners,  which  united  the 
charms  of  original  genius  with  a  naive  and  innocent  simplicity.  From 
the   beautiful   picture  *   which  tiohIk  has  pre6icd  to  the  Poem  dedicated

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to  him  —  'NatlTUdstMrnen'  *  —  we  may  be  at  leatt  allawed  to  copj  the 
following  fcaturct: 

Yc*l  the*  Eait'i  fait  Friend  art  Then,  the  NorLh'i  proud  glory, 
A  iD«D  of  Fable']  Taniih'd  day*  of  gold. 

And  speech  and  maancn  hut  of  Patriairclu  hoary. 

And,  —  wise  u  Eld  —  the  Child'*  pure  hcoi't  doit  hold!  ** 
Norherg  is  one  of  thoK  men  who  have  had  the  greatest  inSuencc 
on  TCOHtt's  career.  By  coanscling  him  to  change  his  studiei  at  once 
ftom  the  ciTil  officii l-ciaminatioa  to  the  degree  of  M.  A.  —  be  kept  him 
at  the  University,  fixed  him  to  literary  pursuit*,  and  prepared  (be  way 
Ibr  him  to  the  station  which  he  now  occnpies  in  the  pale  of  the  Swedish 
Church. 

Norherg  offered  him  gratis  instruction  in  Arable.  But  the  learning 
of  Ihe  East  had  no  attractions  for  the  young  Scald-  The  great  Oriental- 
i*t  was  alio  a  perfect  master  of  the  Roman  Tongue,  and  contended  for 
the  palm  with  Professor  Lundblad,  whose  Latin  School  was  then  in  its 
highe*t  lustre.  The  style  of  the  farmer  resembled  that  of  Tacitus,  in 
shortness,  expressiTencu,  and  antithetic  pregnancy  of  diction.  The  latter, 
on  the  other  band,  who  had  studied  in  Leipzig  and  had  there  formed 
himself  on  the  model  of  Emcsti,  had  introduced  his  Ciceronianiam  into 
Sweden.  To  this  School  it  was  that,  both  by  example  and  by  precept, 
he  •ti-ictif  kept  the  young  men  who  were  under  his  chaise.  To  cboote 
between  these  two  'Masters  of  their  Art,'  was  not  so  taty  for  »  stripling- 
student    Taenia   decided  for  the  Lundblad  Party;  being  induced  to  lake

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that  ili^  bj  hia  Brother  El«r,  who  wu  then  Reader  (Doccus)  at  the  Uui- 
Ter*il7  and  waa  considered  one  of  the  very  finat  pupils  Lundblad  had 
produced. 

But  it  was  naturally  to  be  expected  that  the  other  Profctton  alto 
ihotdd  h>TC  their  attention  fixed  on  a  Student  of  lueh  distinguished  qua- 
lities. He  himself  acknowledges  the  encouragement  he  received  from 
Muuthe  and  from  LidbiicV.  The  former,  who  wag  Professor  of  Moral 
Philosophy  and  a  zealoui  Kantian,  is  represented  by  ncHiia*  in  a  most 
cbarmiag  sketch,  as  one  of  the  noblest  men  who  bare  ever  adorned  any 
Academic  Chair.  With  the  latter,  who  had  just  been  created  Professor 
of  lEsthetics,  and  had  attempted  Poetry  without  any  very  great  succcai, 
he  came  into  a  relation  which  cannot  he  bctler  expressed  than  by  the 
fallowing  tctvci  composed  by  n/antt.: 

He,  who  latest  has  left  us. 

Gave  me  his  fatherly  care,  and  taught  me  the  Scale  of  the  Muses 
While,  yet  young,  I  requir'd  his  counsel.    THot  would  he  gi-ow  angty 
If,  ofltimc*,  1  obey'd  him  but  badly  —  trying,  as  rash  Youth 
Will,  my  pinions  in  regions  not  his.     Yes!  nobly  he  actedl** 
In    the  Mathematical  Sciences  he  had  read  little  or  nothing  before  be 
came   to   the   University.    But,   being   now   engaged  in  jn-eparing  for  his 
degree,   his   clear   understanding  enabled   him   to  make  rapid  progress  in 
this   Department   also,   and   almost   without   any    assistance.      The   only 
Lectures  he  attended  were  those  on   Physics  and  on  the   Different ial-Cal- 
enlos,   and  his   Notes  on  these  occasions  were  aflcrwaids  a  standing  loan 
among  his  acquaintance,  and  were  highly  spoken  of  for  lucidity  and  pre- 
cisiott.  Thns  at  the  University,  also,  he  continued  to  be  an  avioitJaxTot, 
although   throogh  tiie  medium  of  books.    He  commonly  worked  IVom  18

H«  teldoni  partook,  in 
the  pailime*  which  belonged  to  bii  age,  or  in  the  Life  of  a  Student 
generally;  thii  gained  him  the  diaracter  «f  a  bashful,  awkward  and 
■iogular  young  man. 

Who  could  believe  thi*  of  »o  liTely  a  genial',  to  cheerAil,  playfiilly- 
wilty,  and  m  atniablc  a  Sociely-maD  a*  at  a  later  time  he  hu  been 
found  to  he?  —  But  thi«  wai  the  only  way  by  which,  iritbin  lo  short  a 
time,  the  could  acquire  such  various  and  such  solid  erudition. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Myhrman  and  of  Braoling,  he  bad  been 
enabled  to  pass  near  a  year  at  the  University,  without  being  compelled 
to  break  olf  his  own  studies  by  instructing  others.  But  his  scTupulousoeas 
would  not  permit  him  any  longer  to  take  advantage  of  their  generosity, 
without  some  effort  to  obtain  bis  own  subsistence.  He  therefore  applied 
for  and  obtained  a  Univcnily  private-tutorship  in  the  famUj  of  Baron 
Leyonhufvud,  at  Yikulliund  in  Smliand.  His  pupil,  the  Baron  Abraham 
Leyonhufvud,  who  has  since  risen  to  be  President  of  the  High  Justiciary 
Court,  is  —  of  all  the,  individuals  be  has  instructed  —  the  one  he  has 
most  esteemed  and  loved.  And  this  feeling  has  remained  unchanged 
during  a  course  of  30  years.  His  habits  of  life  at  Yxkullsuod  were  the 
tame  as  at  the  University  —  laborious,  lonely,  and  averse  to  company. 
But  aiUr  be  had  written  some  French  verses,  on  the  occasion  ofafamily- 
dle-daj,  —the  awkward  and  gloomy  Student  began  to  be  remarked  with 
wonder  and  esteem. 

After  having  passed  the  summer  of  1800  at  this  Seat,  he  returned 
to  Lund,  accompanied  by  his  pupil.  Here  Professor  Lidbick  appointed 
him  Extraordinary  Amanuensis  to  the  University  Library,  of  which  the 
Professor  was  the  Manager.  To  this,  it  is  Inio,  no  salary  was  attached; 
but  it  was  an  uncommon  distiactiou  for  a  youth  of  18,  «ho  had  not 
yet  taken  his  dcgi'ee. 

That  be  might  accomplish  this  he  now  prepai'cd  himself  with  increas' 
ing  zeal,  mostly  studying  Philosophy,  partly  in  the  Dialt^cs  of  Plato, 
and  partly  in  the  Writings  of  Kant  and  a  few  by  Fichte.  He  lias  himself 
declared  that,  with  his  concrtlt  mind,  be  was  not  disposed  for  these 
abstract  speculations,  and  that  be  grew  tired  of  pursuing  ■  long  syilematic 
Deduction  which  allowed  no  foot-hold  for  the  Fancy.  His  Academic 
Treatises,  however,  show  that  he  easily  penetrated  and  clearly  understood 
Philosophical  questions,  —  What  more  especially  draw  him  to  the  critical 
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School  of  Kant  »u,  iis  or^Lnallj  Mcptica)  nature  and  ils  gi«at  retull , 
which  ttopa  ihort  at  a  aomcthiDg   -~  uoknowa  and  ncvcr-to-ln^-fathooied! 

At  the  ExaminatioD  for  Degreci,  which  he  patted  in  two  divitioai 
—  the  antumu  of  1801  and  the  Bprmg  of  1802  —  he  obUined  'Inudatur,' 
(he  highest  Certificate,  from  all  the  Profcuon  except  Norbcrg.  Thia  wai 
altogether  unexpected,  opeciHlly  ai  naatt  wa*  acknowledged,  in  Greek, 
which  UicD  belonged  to  the  tame  Profeisonhip  aa  the  Oriental  Language*, 
ta  be  Ibc  noM  accomplished  of  all  the  promovtndi.  —  But  Norba^  fixed 
a  higher  xalue  on  the  latter  Lilcraturc,  in  which  alio  he  had  gained 
Contioeotal  celebrity. 

"With  such  high  testimonials,  ncHfa  was  of  course  the  unopposed 
primut  at  the  Promotion ,  and  was  to  answer  the  MagiaUr-Queslion.  But 
in  the  meantime  an  event  occurred,  which  threatened  to  Ijonish  him  for 
erer  from  the  UiUTeraity,  to  dcstroj  all  hia  proapecU  there,  and  to  give 
his  destiny  quite  another  object 

Lnodaglid  ia  the  name  of  an  Academic  Piomcnadc,  shaded  by  aged 
treea,  beneath  whose  murmur  the  Students  are  accustomed  to  pats  the 
most  innocent  of  their  evening  boors,  —  if  not  exactly  in  Socratic  Dia- 
logues,  at  leait  with  somewhat  Platonic  feelings  of  Ihc  beautiful.  One 
evening,  however,  a  transaction  took  jJace  ttwre  which  was  not  altogether 
to  innocoit.  Without  being  aware  of  anytliing  at  all  extraordinary, 
ncirci,  alone  as  usual,  waa  battening  thilfaer  to  refresh  himself  after  the 
day'i  hard  toil.  He  then  found  assembled  there  a  very  large  body  of  the 
Students,  all  armed  with  branches  cut  from  the  old  and  venerable  trees. 
They,  however,  had  hewed  down  not  a  single  bough;  it  had  been  done 
by  order  of  the  Consistory,  to  promote  the  growth  of  the  Trees  and 
make  their  tops  more  leafy.  This  intention  the  young  men  misunderstood, 
ntppoaing  that  all  this  maiming  foreboded  the  detlructton  of  their  fa- 
Tooritc  Lundaglrd,  and  the  more  to  at  they  found  that  whole  Trcei  had 
been  felled.  Thete,  however,  were  old  and  naked  trunki  which  it  wat 
thought  ought  to  make  room  for  younger  stems.  The  rising  discontent 
was  principally  directed  against  the  University'*,  then  oflieialing  Rectot^ 
Hagniflcitt,  who  was  by  n»  means  loved,  and  who  was  believed  to 
have  been  alone  concerned  in  planning  all  thit  ruin,  itcir^,  whom  the 
eager  crowd  tmmundcd  immediately  on  hit  arrival ,  with  shouts  of  — 
'Priatut  mutt  go  with  us'  —  made  representaliona  but  in  vain  against 
the  tumult-  Clunonrcd  down,  and  armed  like  the  reat  with  a  branch,  he 
wat   obliged   to   accompany   them.     The  procestion  look,  the  route  to  the 
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Acctn-'a  Houic,  which  ma  first  saluted  with  «  ttmndiriDg  crj  of  — • 
'Partat  Rector,  vivat  Lundagi/rl.'  —  Then  (11  the  bonghB  were  thrown 
in  a  heap  before  the  entrance,  coiapletelj  blocking  up  the  door.  After 
thit,  tbej  went  tumnltnously  up  the  (trcet,  gi*ing  hurrahi  to  teveral  of 
the  ProfciMin.  For  the  Theology-Profbasor,  Hylander,  vivat  wai  not 
■hooted  hut  cbaunled  in  choma.  On  their  return,  when  the  Rector  wu 
once  more  saluted  with  a  'Pereat/  it  wm  vetj  near  happening  that  they 
proceeded  to  break  hi*  windows  also.  This,  however,  was  prereuted  by 
noiria  and  the  Magtslcr  Wallenbeif ,  afterwards  Bishop  of  LinkSinog; 
but  only  by  the  ai^umcnt  that  ladies  were  residing  in  the  room*  that 
bccd  the  street 

The  nest  morning  TEOnte  was  sammoned  before  him  by  the  Rectov 
lo  undergo  ■  private  hearing,  and  he  there  gave  a  faithful  statement  of 
the  whole  event,  without  at  all  denying  what  was  culpable  in  hii  own 
conduct.  But  His  Magnificeaee*  paid  no  respect  to  this  openness  or  to 
noHda's  efforts  to  prevent  the  uproar.  'Yon  are  already,*  said  he,  'an 
(Acer  of  this  University;  yon  have  been  nominated  primtu  at  the  en- 
suing promotion,  and  might  expect  great  success  in  your  [wofiMsioa  bero^ 
All  thi]  now  is  pasL  The  Academic  constitutions  clearly  direct,  that  yon 
must  "relegari  cum  infamid/'  Sorry  indeed  I  am,  that  your  good  for- 
tune should  thua  be  thrown  away.  Still,  it  might  be  possible,'  be  added, 
after  a  pause,  'tkat  all  might  be  helped  and  arranged,  if  you  would  only 
tell  me  the  names  of  the  RiDgleadera  in  the  riot.'  —  TECKfn,  incensed 
at  this  queatiou,  replied  with  some  warmth,  that  however  it  went  with 
himself  he  would  not  play  the  Informer  against  his  owD  comrades.  'We 
were,*  he  concluded,  'two  or  three  hundred  altogether;  and  tbcte  were 
few  among  them  whom  I  knew;  bat  those  icw  I  never  will  betray!' 

In  the  meantime,  the  whole  affair  gradually  died  away;  for  all  the 
other  Professors  valued  loo  highly  the  uncommon  qualities  of  a  youth 
who  was  also  ao  irreproachable  in  his  manners,  not  lo  rescue  him  from 
the  miafortune  with  which  he  was  threatened  by  a  man  whom  even  hi* 
companions  could  not  esteem. 

At  this  period  TEciiii  received  the  sorrowful  intelligence,  that  his 
eldest  Brother,  who  was  only  30  years  of  age,  bad  just  expired.  He  was 
universally   lamented  as  an  excellent  Preacher,  and  in  all  respects  a  pat-

Hot  only  wBi  it  from  him  he  had  obtained  the  Grst  elements  of  that 
learning ,  for  which  he  wai  now  about  to  receive  the  lanrcl-irrcath  * 
^  foremost  among  40  —  hut  at  hia  ycry  entrance  on  the  dangcrons 
jcan  of  youth,  it  was  hia  Brother  who  bad  conGrmcd  him  in  those 
priDciplei  of  religion  and  of  morals,  in  which  while  yet  a  cliild  he 
had  been  instructed,  hut  which  he  had  not  enjo^  any  opportaoity  of 
redocing  to  practise.  —  Deeply  aScctcd  by  this  loss,  he  made  it  the  sub- 
ject of  an  Eh^,**  which  wai  rewarded  with  a  priM  by  the  Literary 
Society  of  Golhcnhoui^.  This  'Lament,'  together  with  the  beforc-mcn' 
tioDcd  Poem  Till  min  Hcmbyi^d'  (To  my  Home-District)  which  he  had 
compoaed  at  the  same  period,  firat  htgtn  to  attract  the  general  attention 
of  the  People  to  this  rising  Bard. 

After  the  Promotion,  he  traveled  to  "Wermland,  on  a  risit  to  hU 
Hother  and  to  his  Bcnehctors  Branting  and  Mybrmau.  A  virtuous  young 
man  can  undoubtedly  enjoy  no  greater  plcaaurc  from  the  success  of  bis 
esertioDt,  than  that  of  delighting  his  Parents,  anil  those  who  have  cared 
tixe  him  with  a  faUicr's  or  a  mother's  tenderness.  *But  scarcely  less,  najr 
perhaps  even  greater,  is  their  satisfaction  when  their  efforts  have  been 
crowned  with  such  results  as  was  now  the  case. 

This  visit  to  Mybrman  changed  the  childish  friendship  which  bad 
already  subsisted  between  his  daughter  and  lamiK,  to  a  scriona  obligation 
to  which  her  Parents  gave  their  consent.  Four  years,  however,  elapsed 
before  eircumttances  allowed  them  to  enter  into  the  married  Slate. 

It  was  on  this  journey  that,  for  the  first  time,  he  beheld  —  resid- 
ing with  hi*  Father  at  SansSter  in  Wermland  — •  an  individual  after- 
wards so  famous  at  a  Poet>  an  Historian,  and  a  Thinker,  the  illaatrions 
Geijcr.  He  was  at  that  time  only  a  Student  at  Upsala,  hnt  bad  even  then 
gained  the  great  priie  of  the  Swedish  Academy  for  his  Panegyric  over 
Sten  Store,    nciri*  himself  has  made  the  following  obserrationa  *  *  *  con*

"•  Th«  iboTC,  togetber  with  iDch  olher  remirkt  of  TBOsin  ■■  occnr  In  this 
Biograpbj,  bare  bvea  klodly  eoanaDlcaled  by  hlntalf  to  lbs  lnlbor,  la  a 
private  Epiitle  oo  tbs  circamalaaces  of  hia  IIF*. 
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cerniDg  Ibii  acquaintance.  "Even  at  tLis,  our  "Vcr;  first  meeting,  betrayed 
iUclf  that  great  diTcrgencc  in  our  views  of  life  and  literature,  which 
time  has  aincc  only  more  developed.  Our  whole  intei-courae  wa«  a  con- 
tinued University- Act,  though  without  auf  bittcmeu  or  unfricudliucsa. 
Even  at  tbii  early  period  I  learned  to  value  him,  as  one  of  the  most 
talented  and  aohle  uaturcs  in  our  laad." 

On  hia  return  to  Lund,  TcaiiLa  wai  appointed  by  LidbiicL  reader 
(Doceua)  in  vEathetica.  He  was  permitted,  however,  to  leave  the  Uuiver- 
aity  for  a  time  and  reside  in  Stockholm,  wbithei'  he  repaired  in  the  be- 
ginning  of  1803,  being  received  >i  Tutor  into  the  House  of  the  Chief- 
Director  SUriibing.  This  family  lived  in  first-rate  style;  but  the  manners 
of  TEonia  were,  as  in  Lund,  retired  and  for  himself.  It  was  then  he 
became  acquainted  with  the  Poet  Choneus,  whom  he  found  a  cheerful 
witty  and  amiable,  but  somewhat  singular,  man.  They  communicated  to 
each  other  their  poetical  eObrts,  and  although  Choncus  was  far  inferior 
to  Teqn^  in  genius  he  yet,  according  to  the  lattcr's  own  Btatcments, 
could  —  M  older  and  more  experienced  in  the  eiercise  of  'the  divine 
art'  —  assist  him  iMi  valuable  counsel.  Tbcy  corresponded  for  some 
time  after  navit  had  repaired  to  Lund,  to  which  place  he  was  accom- 
panied by  hii  pupils. 

But  having  long  since  been  bclrolhcd,'*'  he  wished  to  obtain  soon 
some  fixed  Establishment,  and  therefore  applied  for  the  place  of  Gymnasii- 
Adjunct  at  CarUtiid.  The  Consisloi'y  did  not  appoint  him;  but  be  ob- 
tained the  place  by  appealing  to  the  King,  who  then  rctided  in  Baden. 
Being  shortly  afterwards,  however,  appointed  Adjunct  at  the  University 
of  Lund,  he  never  entered  upon  his  duties  in  Carlstad.  As  Assistant- 
Lfcturer  (Jdjunetj  Vice-Pi-ofes*or,)  in  fsthetics,  he  was  for  a  whole 
year  at  the  head  of  the  Professorship  in  this  Science,  during  the  Hcctoratc 
of  Professor  Lidhacl  as  well  as  on  many  other  occasions. 

The  manner  in  which  he  bad  enabled  his  hearers  to  see  and  under- 
stand for  tbcmselves  all  that  Beautiful  of  which  Lidback  had  only  talk- 
ed and  produced  the  opinions  of  various  critics  —  made  the  difference 
between  them  only  too  remarkable,  notwithstanding  Ibis,  the  Teacher 
still  preserved  the  same  friendship  and  goodwill  for  the  Pupil  by  whom 
be  was  thrown  so  much  in  the  shade.  For  the  rest,  though  it  is  far  from

There  was  in  Lund  another  indiridual  who  found  in  noiiea  a  dan- 
gerous riTal.  It  was  Ling ,  who  wai  not  )es9  famous  for  his  Northern 
Htnstrelsj'  than  for  his  Sjstcm  of  Scientific  Gymnastics.  To  them  both, 
—  not  less  than  to  Geljer,  who  harped  for  u«  the  beautiful  'Song  of 
the  Viking,'*  and  who  invoked  (living  ai  before!)  'The  last  Champion'* 
and  'The  last  Scald'*  from  their  ancient  Barrows,  —  belongs  (he  glory, 
as  Oehlenscblager  and  Grundtvig  had  done  in  Denmark,  of  having  in- 
spired a  new  life  into  Uie  Swedish  Literature  bj  employing  once  more 
the  Scandinavian  Myth  and  Saga.  But  if  the  Bard  of  the  'Asar'**  has, 
like  Grundlvig,  made  us  more  familiar  with  the  raw  force  and  wild 
greatness  of  the  olden  Champions,  —  the  Chaunler  of  'Frlthiof  has,  with 
Oefalenschliger,  attracted  more  general  attention  to  the  forms  and  images 
of  Antiquity,  by  investing  them  with  the  milder  features  of  the  poetical 
ideal.  Even  before  that  period,  when  the  views  and  efforts  of  both  were 
developed,  Ling  and  tecn^s  could  not  harmonize.  It  is  curious  enough, 
that  the  Gymnastic  Fcacing-Maslcr,  who  presented  his  naked  breast  to  the 
slabs  not  of  foils  but  of  the  points  of  swords,  possessed  a  temperament 
lar  more  irritable  and  sensitive.  But  in  spite  of  all  their  momentary 
misnndentandings,  the  hononrahle  trnefast  and  open-hearted  character  of 
both,  caused  them  always  to  retain  a  6rm  and  mutual  friendship,  and 
to  acknowledge  uninterruptedly  each  other's  worth  and  merits. 

In  the  year  1806,  when  he  added  the  office  of  Under-Librarian  to 
bis  Assistant-Lectureship  in  Esthetics,  besides  being  Notary  in  the  Phi- 
losophic Faculty,  —  he  was  enabled  to  complcat  his  Nuptial-Contract 
with  Hiss  Anna  M.  G.  Myhrman,  who  added  domestic  happiness  to  his 
'iterary  honours.  It  was  owing  to  her  care  and  skill  as  the  Head  of  the 
Eousehold,  together  with  his  professional  industry,  that  —  although 
hi.  income  never  exceeded  60  Barrds  of  grain**'  —  they  still  were  pos- 
•nstd  of  a  comfortable  subsistence.

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At  this  period  a  number  of  the  younger  OiQceri  in  tlic  Uniycruly 
formed  a  lort  of  Club,  called  Ibe  'Hcrbci^e/  and  of  which  tecnu«  wai  a 
member.  It  had  no  political  tCDdcnc^,  and  acarccljr  any  Regulations.  They 
conTcrwd  on  Literature  in  general,  and  of  the  government  of  Ihc  Uni- 
veriitj  in  particular,  "Here,"  writes  ncitja,  "wai  found  Che  pith  of  Ticwi 
and  sentiment*  which  were  afterward*  not  without  their  influence  on  the 
UniTcnitj.  Thef  played  at  ball  with  ideas  and  witticisms,  —  children 
of  the  moment  which  might  well  hare  deserved  to  have  been  more  gener- 
ally known."  But  among  them  all,  the  man  who  was  most  willinglj  lis- 
tened to  both  for  his  striking  nutfj  and  his  amiable  character  was  — 
TEoiTL's :  now ,  no  longer  compelled  to  exert  himself  for  his  studies ,  and 
passing  an  agreablc  familj-lifc,  —  he  had  become  a  cheerful  and  sociable 
companion.  Uan;  of  the  individuals  visiting  this  Club  hare  gained  con- 
siderable renown,  as  Teachers  at  the  Universilj  or  in  the  Church,  teon^, 
as  a  Poet,  snd  Agardh  as  a  Savan,  both  enjoy  foreign  celebrity.  Three 
are  Bishops,  TiGHea  in  Vciiu,  Agardh  in  Carlitad,  and  Heurlin  in  Visby. 
The  last  is  also  Acting  Secretary  of  State  for  Ecclesiastical  Aflsirs  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  Both  Hcurtia  and  Agardh  havealso 
dis^nguished  themselves  at  the  Diets,  and  possess  a  political  importance 
which  TECNca,  although  esteemed  for  his  indcpcndeuce,  has  never  endeav- 
oured to  acquire. 

Through  several  Lyrical  Pieces  which  displayed  a  genius  of  a  lofly 
order,  TEciiei  had  already  gained  an  increasing  rcpntalion  as  a  Poet,  •^ 
when  his  Poem  Svu,  which  received  the  great  Prize  of  [he  Swedish  A- 
cademy  in  1811 ,  esciled  a  nnivcrsal  sensation  by  its  patriotic  spirit  no 
less  than  >Ls  poetic  beauty.  Among  those  things  which  male  this  Poem 
remarkable,  is  the  change  of  form  which  occurs  towards  its  close.  From 
Alexandrines  distinguiihcd  for  Ibat  refined  strength  and  measured  and 
well-preserved  harmony  which  this  kind  of  verse  demands,  the  Scald,  in 
a  sudden  transport,  is  carried  away  to  a  Dilhyntmhic  Song  whose  various 
tones  are  in  unison  with  the  richly-varied  changes  of  its  subject.  This 
is,  '—  a  poetical  vision,  in  which  the  Mythological  images  of  the  antiqie 
poesy  shadow  forth  what  the  Swedish  nation  at  the  present  moment  thought

WitboBt  at  all  degnding  (he  Bclkt  Lrtti«*  of  Uie  oldCT  School,  He 
himtdf  waa  fanilding  up  the  new.  But  be  ncTcr  went  over  to  oar  Pbos- 
phomm ,  which  vat  m  called  from  "Phosphoroi,"  a  Literary  Review  which 
wu  to  anuQunce  a  new  dawn  on  the  Swedish  'Parnaisiii'  Mount.'  On 
tlu>  aahject  he  himielf  write*  at  follows:  "The  German  Theorict  and  the 
fa*hion^>le  'Carbuncle-Poetrj'  *  I  could  not  bear.  It  ii  true,  1  thought  a 
change  wa«  neceatary  in  our  SwediA  Verae;  but  it  could  and  ought  to 
he  faroaght  about  in  a  more  iudepeudent  manner.  The  New  School  acemed 
to  me  too  n^alivc,  and  iti  critical  Cmaade  too  unjuiL  I  therefore  did 
Bot  mix  mjacif  np  in  the  contint,  with  the  exception  pcriiap*  of  a  (ew 
pleasanlnea  which!  wrote  or  spoke." 

Ai  Xiord  Bjron,  in  ipite  of  (be  diiKpntc  into  which  his  enchanting 
Pocnu  brought  the  older  Bardi,  himaelf  did  them  juitice,  —  and  among 
the  reit  c«pcciall j  valaed  Pope,  jort  that  AnUior  whom  his  own  admirers 
porticalarlj  despised,  — so  Taenia  also  in  the  most  solemn  terms  protested 
againit  the  efforts  of  tbe  Phosphorists  to  degrade  our  older  Poets,  — 
and  especially  Leopold,  whoae  aerioua  verse  rivals  Pope's  in  depth,  — 
and  whose  mote  plajftil  oinse,  although  She  never  composed  so  charming 
a  Song  as  The  Rape  of  tbe  l«cL,'  has  Dotwilhslanding  inrpaMcd  the 
English  Sattfist  in  a  Sow  of  light  lively  Voltaire-resembling  wit. 

At  the  commencement  of  1812,  nan^s,  during  a  visit  in  StocL- 
htJm,  made  the  personal  acquaintance  of  Lctqmld,  Roscustcin  and  other 
Member*  of  the  Swedish  Academy.  Already  had  he  gained  their  admira- 
tion; he  now  added  also  tbcir  most  (aithfal  fHendship  and  esteem. 

Beside*  the  Phosphoristic  Coterie,  which  could  in  some  respects  be 
compared  with  'The  Poets  of  the  Lake'  ia  Gngland,  and  among  whom 
Wordsworth  may  be  considered  as  having  some  resemblance  in  depth  of 
thought  and  feeling  to  Attcrbom,  there  arose  one  other  Literary  Union 
nnder  the  name  of  'GMher*  (the  GotfasJ.  Their  object  was  the  knowledge 
and   cmjdoyment   of  the   Aodent  Horthern  Myth  and  Saga  in  the  Fine

In  Ihc  year  1812,  a  new  field  was  opened  for  the  acUTity  af  novte 
at  the  VniTCTiity  of  Lund.  It  was  then  that  the  &cck  Literature,  which 
had  hitherto  belonged  to  the  aame  Profeuorship  ai  the  Eastern  Language*, 
was  creeled  into  a  separate  Chair.  The  Oriealal  Department  remained 
under  the  care  of  Horbcrg,  and  it  was  at  hi)  reeommendation  that  mmi^ 
—  as  a  generally  acknowledged  Helleniat  without  a  rival  at  the  Univer- 
ijly  — was  proposed  by  its  (Chancellor  von  EngeatrAai  then  Grst  Cabinet- 
Miaiilcr),  and  was  nominated  by  his  Majesty  without  the  usual  routine, 
to  the  Professorship  of  Grecian  Literature.  He  received,  on  hi*  appoint- 
ment, the  Living  of  Staf}e  ai  his  Prebend. 

Thus  he  entered  the  Ecclesiastical  Order,  and  wrote  in  consequence 
■Prestvigningen' ''  ('The  Consecration  to  the  Priesthood'},  a  Poem  beam- 
ing with  hcarcnty  beauty.  But  aa  his  actual  occupation  lay  within  'the 
Bphero  of  the  University ,  he  principally  devoted  -~  and  that  with  extra- 
ordinary zeal  and  energy  —  hit  time  and  labour  lo  that  department 
Naturally  enough,  (and  the  remark  is  almost  superfluous)  he,  with  his 
poetical  mind ,  was  sure  to  direct  the  ultcntion  of  his  youthful  bearers 
to  the  Beauties  of  Gi-eek  Literature,  the  surest  method  to  win  them  over 
to  the  Language.  But  at  the  same  time,  a  thing  we  should  not  have 
expected  from  a  Poet,  he  united  thereto  severe  demand*  for  a  solid  ac- 
quaintance with  its  grammatical  onganization ,  and  brought  the  study  of 
Greek  to  a  hcighlandsplendourhithertouaknownattheUniversity  of  Lund. 

Norberg,  who  had  for  hi)  sake  resigned  this  branch  of  his  public 
duties,  neither  showed  nor  fblt,  (for  all  that  he  felt  he  showed!)  any 
veaatioD  at  being  thus,  perhaps,  surpassed  by  hit  successor.  Theirfriendly 
relation  to  each  other,  was  not  disturbed  for  one  instant. 

In  the  meantime,  the  fame  of  teok^s  as  a  Poet  was  continually  on 
the  increase.  This  was  partly  grounded  on  a  multitude  of  Lyrical  Piece* 
the  one  surpassed  bj  the  other,  although  alt  were  of  the  most  varioni 
kinds,  and  partly  on  two  more  lengthy  compositions,  which  have  also 
appeared  in  Foreign  TranBlatioDs,'Aiel*''*  and 'The  Young  Communicant*'

The  'Epilogue  at  the  Promotion  in  Luud  in  1820",  •  together  with 
many  other  Occasional  Poems,  gave  bim  iudividnat  importance  at  a 
Itberal-uindcd  clear-beaded  and  deep-tb inking  man ,  who  followed  with 
hii  Time  without  being  carried  away  by  ili  illusions.  —  How  well  he 
wu  able,  if  he  pleased,  to  imagine  and  execute  even  a  Mystic  Idea,  is 
froytd  hy  his  'Address  to  the  Sun'*'  ('SJng  till  Solen';  which  Leopold, 
although  itill  leu  than  Tioafa  a  lover  of  the  mysterious  and  the  fan- 
tastic, pronounced  the  very  first  of  fait  Mioor  Poems,  boUi  in  the  light 
and  lotly  flight  of  itt  various  Thoughts,  and  in  a  purity  of  expration 
and  harmony  of  verse  which  are  kept  up  in  tpitc  of  tbc  moit  diSicuIt  of 
metrea.  But  it  is  especially  'Frithiof  which  has  i-aitcd  TiaviK  to  the  first 
rank  among  the  Bardt  of  modem  times,  spreading  his  fame  not  only 
around  all  Europe  but  even  to  other  regions  and  far  other  climes-]-. 

In  (he  tame  year,  1824,  when  this  admirable  Poem  began  to  exalt 
hit  character  as  a  Scald,  he  obtained  unexpected  Preferment  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Swedish  Church.  Although  he  had  enjoyed  no  opportunity  or 
reasonable  occasion  of  diiUnguiihing  himself  as  a  Theologian,  yet  se 
much  had  he  gained  the  respect  of  the  Clergy  of  SmIUand,  as  Teacher 
of  tbc  Academic  youth  and  as  Member  of  the  Chapter  of  Lund,  that  on 
a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Bishopric  of  Veiici  he  obtained,  almost  un~ 
animously,  the  Grit  place  on  the  list  proposed  for  appointment. -[- -f- 
Prdiahly  hii  Idyl  "Tbe  young  Communicants'  (•Nattvardsbarncn')  bad 
contributed  to  that  confidence  in  hit  religious  feelings  which  such  a 
dtoicc  presuppoaea  in  his  Brethren.  He  was  appointed  Bishop  in  iSSt, 
and  immediately  justified  this  Promotion  by  the  most  zealous  guardianship 
«f   the   Educational   Institutiont   of  bis  Diocese.     His  Speeches  on  public

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occasions  of  importanoc  at  tke  Gynmaaiuw  and  the  Scfaoob,  excited  m 
cxtrMNrdinary  KQsatioD.  In  these  he  developed,  in  the  talented  miBiier 
peculiar  to  himself,  kis  cDlightcned  TiewB  on  the  questions  of  tke  daj 
relative  to  the  Eelarms  proposed  in  the  Establishments  of  EdacaLan. 
These  Speeches  have  also  been  spread  in  foreign  lands,  by  a  Gcrmaa 
TranaUtion.  —  How  he  fulfils  his  duties  as  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Church,  we  may  see  in  the  remarkable  Documents  belonging  to  the  A»- 
scmbly  of  the  Clergy  in  Vexifi  !n  18.%.  They  hare  not,  as  nana),  bei^ 
confined  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  or  the  Cloth,  hat  haie  also 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  Public  at  large,''  and  have  conTinccd  all 
classes  that  he  does  not  less  deserve  bis  consideration  as  a  Theologian  a 
Priest  and  a  Guardian  ot  Religion  and  Ecclesiastical  rule,  than  as  an 
accomplished  and  indefatigable  guide  of  all  the  Educational  Departcoenta. 

He  has  not,  it  is  true,  been  particularly  active  at  the  Diets,  which 
ke  is  bound  to  attend  in  his  edacity  of  Bishop;  but  as  often  as  he  h«* 
raised  his  voice,  the  listening  expectation  af  something  at  one*  solid  and 
ingenious ,  has  fonnd  itself  not  only  satisfied  but  snrpritcd. 

While  yet  Professor  he  had  been  adorned  with  the  Order  of  the 
North  Star,  which  has  now  become  a  coaunon  distinction  for  Swedish 
Literati  of  merit.  But  on  the  breast  of  our  Scald  far  shining  from  the 
North,  it  reminds  us  of  its  original  signification.  Immediately  after  his 
advancement  to  the  Episcopal  Chair,  he  was  nominated  Koigbt  Com- 
mander of  the  same  Order. 

Whether  it  is  that  his  office,  although  it  has  not  cxkaustcd  all  his 
time,  has  turned  away  bis  attention  Arom  the  art  of  the  minstrel,  or 
whether  the  cause  may  be  that  his  weak  health  has  somewhat  darkened 
his  changingly  cheerful  and  melancholy  disposition ,  —  true  it  is  that, 
since  the  publication  of  "Frithiof,'  he  has  only  occasionally  struck  the 
chords  of  a  Lyre  which  has  suRcrcd  do  change  in  the  tone*  with  which 
it  is  wont  at  once  to  charm  and  to  astonish.  We  hope,  however,  that 
he  will  yet  finish,  among  other  more  considerable  Poems,  one  which  has 
been  long  impatiently  expected  and  of  which  he  has  given  dclightftil 
specimens  under  the  name  of  ■Gerdit.'  As  for  himself  indeed,  he  requires 
for  his  glory  no  more  than  he  already  enjoys  as  one  of  the  most  magni- 
ficent geniuses  of  modern  times. 

The   Author   of  this  Bit^rajAy   will  not  venture  a  Characteristique

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of  ticNii  ai  Poet;  nor  indeed  doc*  it  nece*Mri)y  bcloDg  to  tite  ttik  he 
bw  cboacn.  But  the  opinion  of  Ihtt  Bu^d  hiniMlF  as  to  Uie  cauao  of  his 
own  popularitj'  muit  doubly  tend  to  cicile  our  attention,  ai  characterii- 
tic  both  of  hii  Huie  and  of  HiaiKtf.  —  I  bitten  thcrefoie  to  ioaert  his 
own  obicmlions  on  thi»  lubjcct:  — 

"The  Swede,  like  the  Frenchman,  prcfcri  in  Poetry  the  light,  the 
clear  and  the  traaipanuiL  The  profound,  indeed,  be  demandi  and  valuct 
alio;  but  it  muit  be  a  depth  that  ii  pellucid.  He  wishcf  that  he  may  see 
Ihc  gold-saoda  at  tbc  bottom  of  the  wave.  WhaleTcr  H  dark  and  muddy, 
M  that  it  cannot  give  him  any  diiUnct  image  —  let  it  be  ai  far-fetched 
ta  it  may  —  he  cannot  tuffcr.  He  belkvei  that 

The"  ohicurely  utter'd  is  the*  obscurely  thought,* 
and  cIcamcM  ts  a  necesiary  coudilion  for  whatever  shall  produce  any 
effect  upoD  him.  In  Ibis  he  dlflbrs  widely  iVom  the  German,  who  in  con- 
sequence of  his  contemplative  nalnre  not  only  lalTcTa  but  even  prefers 
the  mystical  and  the  ncbuloua,  in  which  bo  loves  to  foreMc  somi^thiag 
deeply  thought  He  has  more  "Gemilth"  and  gloomy  seriousness  than  the 
Swede,  who  >>  more  supcrBcial  and  more  frivolous.  This  is  the  aource 
of  those  Mystical  feelings  and  Hemorrhoidal  sensations  (Hemorrhoidal' 
k3nniugarne)  io  the  German  Poetry,  for  which  we  have  no  taste. 

"As  regards  the  ^irit  itself  and  the  Tiews  of  the  world  in  the 
Poet's  own  breast,  —  we  love  heat  tbc  life-enjoying,  the  fresh,  tbc  bold, 
yea  —  even  the  overdaring!

"The  proper  natural  image  of  the  Morlbem  disposition  is,  a  cold  and 
elear  but  fresh  winlcr-^lay  which  stecia  and  braces  all  the  energies  of  man 
to  contend  againat  and  to  conquer  a  bard  climate  and  unwilling  soil. 
"WlicrcTer  this  clear  breeze  is  found,  whercrcr  this  frcah  spirit  blows,  — 
the  Nation  recognizes  its  own  inward  Life,  and  for  its  sake  pardonsothcr 
poetic  faults.  —  I  know  no  better  explanation." 

All  whom  teohU's  works  have  made  acquainted  with  his  noble 
genius  know  however  another  czplanation,  logellicr  with  the  above,  which 
is  undoubtedly  both  correctly  and  ingeniously  thought  out,  and  has  a 
great  effect  not  only  upon  his  Swedish  popularity  but  also  upon  bis  Eu- 
ropesn  fame.  But  uotwithstanding  all  that  is  Northern  in  the  spirit  and 
in  the  subject  of  his  productions,  his  Poetry  baa  all  the  richness  and 
luxurious  Beauty  of  the  South.  Indeed  as  respects  bis  fresh  bright  colour- 
ing, and  the  ever-springing  wealth  of  bis  thoughts  and  images,  —  he  may 
be  compared  to  tbc  verdant  crown  of  an  Orange-tree,  whose  strong  and 
jnire-bcaming  green  it  adorned  with  full-ripe  ft'uil  aide  by  side  with  the 
newly-opened  blossom !

TranttoLtd  from  the  Original  Swedith. 

V/ar  Poet,  abandoning  th«  simple  trords  of  the  ancient  Saga,  has  dcscribcil 
this  pfccious  Jewel,  in  hii  Illrd  Caato,  in  t«rms  perfectlj  agreeing  with 
the  spirit  of  antiquity.  It  is  foandcd  on  one  of  the  Chaunts  in  the  Elder 
or  Poetic  Edda,  Grimniimal,  Grimiter't  Song^  in  whose  description  of 
the  Xll  Castle*  or  DwcUlDgs  of  the  Gods  it  has  been  not  unreasonably 
supposed,  that  we  6nd  an  allegorical  representation  of  the  knowledge 
possessed  by  the  olden  North  respecting  the  Zodiac,  and  the  Sun's  annual 
course  throogh  its  Xll  Constellations,  called  by  the  Scald  Sliri'houtes. 
Those  who  arc  not  acquainted  with  the  above-mentioned  Eddaic  Chaiint, 
will  perhaps  find  acceptable  a  short  statement  of  its  contents,  so  Far  as 
our  pi«scnt  subject  is  concerned,  together  with  a  few  explanatory  remarks 
npon  the  whole. 

In  Gdthaland  ruled  a  King,  Gejrud  by  name,  who  made  away  with 
his  brother,  and  thereby  suca»:ded  to  the  government  after  his  father.  — 
Mow  there  came  op  to  his  court  an  uulaown  man  who  called  himself 
Grimner^  and  who  would  give  no  farther  information  respecting  who  he 
was,  althongh  he  was  questioned  thereupon.  The  King  had  been  warned, 
by  Fulla  the  messenger  of  Friggi,  to  guard  against  a  man  versed  in  magic 
arts  who  had  lately  come  into  that  land.  The  description  given  of  him 
■greed  with  Grimnei's  person,  and  Gejrud,  disregarding  the  laws  of 
hospitality,  commanded  the  stranger  lo  be  set  between  two  fires,   thai  he 
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might  lie  compelled  to  give  up  bis  real  name.  Grimncr  accordingly  was 
tortured  io  this  manner  during  VIII  nights,  and  the  Ore  had  already 
begun  to  take  hold  upon  bis  cloak,  without  any  odc  appearing  to  have 
pity  on  bim.  Then  came  Agnar  forward ,  the  son  of  GejrOd,  and  non 
ten  years  old.  His  father's  cruelty  he  liked  not,  and  reached  the  sufTerer 
a  Horn  full  of  liquor,  that  he  might  refresh  himself.  Grimner,  who  was 
eventually  found  to  be  no  other  than  Oden  himself,  thanked  the  young 
Prince  by  chaunting  to  him  a  Song  which  rccciTed  the  name  of  Grimm't- 
mat  (Grimner's  Song)  from  his  adopted  appellation,  and  which  is  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  among  all  the  mythical  fragments  to  be  found  in 
the  Edda.  —  After  having 'described  his  torture,  from  the  continually 
increasing  heat,  he  pi-aiscs  Agnar  for  the  compassion  he  had  showed,  and 
promises  that  he  shall  one  day  be  sole  X^ord  over  all  the  district  of 
GOthaland. 

He  then  cbaunts  the  XIl  Residences  of  the  Gods,  as  follows: 
I.  T-DiLiK  (Rain-vallics,  or  Hunting- vail ies)  where  Uller  had 
caused  his  Hall  to  be  built  Ullcr,  a  son  of  Sif  and  the  step-son  of  Thor, 
was  the  God  of  winter.  Beautiful  he  was  to  look,  upon,  and  so  skilled  in 
the  long-bow  and  in  ikaiting,  that  no  one  could  be  compaicd  to  him. 
Ullcr's  Castle  answers  to  the  Sign  of  the  Archer  in  tJie  Zodiac,  and  from 
ibis  date  —  about  the  21st  November  —  the  old  Scandinavians  reckoned 
the  commencement  of  the  winter  or  the  year. 

II.  ausEiiia  (Home  or  World  of  the  LighUFairies)  was  the  dwelling 
of  Frey.  This  he  had  got,  in  the  beginning  of  time,  on  cntting  bis  first 
tooth  (som  tandglfva,  or  tanixfi).  Frey,  the  son  of  Niord,  was  one  of 
the  cbiefeat  among  the  Gods;  he  was  called  th*  vUe^  and  ruled  over 
rain  and  sunshine;  to  him,  therefore,  offered  they  for  good  harvests. 
Alfhcimr  answers  to  the  Zodiacal  sign  Capricorn,  from  the  SOth  of  Dec. 
to  the  20th  of  January.  The  Yule-Feast,  which  occurs  within  this  period, 
was  properly  consecrated  to  him. 

HI.  vju.An:ii.r  (Vale's  in-air-hovCTing  palace)  was  •  splendid  and 
loOy  Castle,  with  a  roof  of  shining  silver,  which  Vale  in  the  dawn  of 
time  had  selected  as  his  dwelling.  He  was  the  son  of  Odin  (heaven)  and 
RUida  (the  hard-frozen  earth)  and  was  a  symbol  of  the  victory  of  light 
over  darkness.  His  month,  in  consequence  of  this,  was  called  Liiiberi 
(Lucifer,  Light-bearer)  and  festivals  were  held  to  celebrate  the  increasing 
daylight.  The  Catholic  Festum  candttarum  (Kyndclsmessa ,  Candlemas, 
Feb.  2)   bad  thus  its  source  in  heathenism,  although  Christianity  gave  it 
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auolhcr   mcaaiug.     Vataikjilf  aniwcn   to  tlkC  Sign  of  the  Watcr-Bcircr , 
(about  fhim  the  20  Jim.  to  the  19th  of  Febniarj). 

IV.  tSci.vABEci.R  (the  deep-streBming  lieck)  over  which  were  alwajr 
Inreaking  the  cold  billow*  of  the  tea,  wai  inhabited  by  Saga,  IheGoddcu 
of  History,  whom  Odin  daily  visited,  drinkiog  with  her  mead  from  out 
a  goldcQ  bowL  Th«  UyUi  iceuu  to  relate  to  the  a*eenl  of  the  Sun  from 
the  billows  of  the  tea ,  which  now  begin  to  he  looicneil  from  Uteir  icy 
chains.  SockTabcckr,  accordingly,  auswcra  to  the  Sign  of  the  Fiihci, 
from  about  the  19th  of  Feb.  to  the  21»t  of  Uarch. 

V.  GLiBSBUMt  (the  Home  of  GladncM,  or  light)  was  the  fifth  Caitle. 
Within  itt  circuit  stood  the  magnificent  and  gold-adorned  Valhal I ,  whose 
balls  were  coTcred  with  lances  and  bung  with  shields,  and  whose  benches 
were  overdiawn  ivith  coats  of  maiL  A  wolf  stands  bound  by  the  door 
towards  the  west ,  and  an  eagle  hovers  over  the  entrance.  There  silteth 
Hroptcr  (one  of  Odin's  many  names}  selecting  for  himself  those  who  have 
fallen  in  battle.  GUdsheimr  answers  to  the  Sign  of  the  Bam  —  from 
about  the  21st  of  March  to  April  20  —  during  which  time  commenced 
the  naval  expeditions. 

VI.  ^iTMHEiMa  (lite  Thunder-hoDic}  was  inhabited  by  the  Giant 
Thiatst,  who  was  killed  by  Thai-  as  be  fiew,  in  the  shape  of  an  eagle, 
to  Asgird  that  he  might  recover  idun.  Assisted  by  Loke's  cunning,  be 
bad  once  before  carried  her  aS;  but  Lake  had  taken  her  back  again  at  the 
command  of  the  Cods.  Thiassc's  daughter,  Skadi,  came  armed  to  Asg£rd, 
to  revenge  her  father's  death;  she  however  permitted  herself  to  be  appeased, 
and  became  the  spouse  of  Kiord.  With  him  she  should  have  lived  in 
UoatuD,  by  the  sea-side;  but  she  could  not  bear  the  screaming  of  the 
aea-fowl,  only  remained  there  3  nights  at  once,  and  then  retired  to 
^rymhtimr  her  father's  mountain-hold,  to  hunt  and  slide  on  icate-sboca. 
Here  she  remained  for  9  nights,  returned  thereupon  to  her  husband,  and 
in  this  manner  continued  to  change  her  abode.  {>r^-mfteunr  answers  to 
the  Sign  of  the  Bull,  —  from  the  aOth  of  April  to  the  Msl  of  May  — 
when  the  transition  commences  ft'om  spring  to  summer. 

VIL  lumABLiE  (the  Wide-shimmering)  was  the  Home  of  Balder, 
where  nothing  unclean  could  enter.  The  Myth  of  Balder,  the  Type  of 
■11  that  is  fair  and  noble,  and  bis  fall  by  blind  Hodcr's  arrow  and  by 
Loke's  cunning,  (darkness  it  is  which  overcomes  the  light)  is  loo  well 
known  for  it  to  be  necessary  to  repeat  it  here.  It  is  the  glory  of  the 
Hjitbology    of   the   Korth,   and   no   bcatlicn   people   has   anything   more 
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beautiful  to  prctcut  lu.  BrcidaUik  uiiwen  to  the  Sign  of  the  Twiiii, 
from  May  21  to  June  21,  when  the  Sun  reaches  ili  zenith  in  thehcaTens. 
till  at  last,  on  entering  the  next  celestial  Sign,  it  again  begins  its 
downward  course  in  the  firmament. 

VIII.  H:M:R>:fiBO  (HcnTen'hill)  stood  at  the  end  of  heaven,  where 
Heimdil,  the  Warder  of  the  Gods,  lived  to  guard  their  Bridge  Bifrost 
(the  Rainbow),  so  that  the  Giants  should  not  pas)  over  it.  So  sharp- 
*ighted  ii  he,  that  he  can  ace  hundreds  of  miles  round  about  him;  his 
hearing  is  so  fine,  that  be  hears  the  grass  grow  on  the  ground,  and  the 
wool  on  the  back  of  the  sheep.  When  Huspcl's  eons,  the  giant-monslers, 
advance  to  thcfinal  contest  (RagnarOk)blowetb  he  in  hit  Trumpet  (Gjallar- 
horn],  the  «ound  of  which  is  heard  all  the  world  about,  to  give  warning 
to  the  God)  and  summon  thcnt  to  arm  for  the  baltlc.  His  Castle 
■niwera  to  the  Zodiacal  Sign  of  the  Crab  —  from  the  21st  of  June  lo 
the  23rd  of  luljr  —  when  the  lun  begins  to  return  from  its  highest 
point  in  the  heaven*. 

IX.  n5i.Kvd[iGa  (Folk-steppe,  plain  of  the  Peoples)  is  inhabited  hy 
Freja,  the  daughter  of  Niord  and  Spouse  of  Oder.  She  was  the  Venu» 
«f  the  Northcin  mythology,  and  receives  in  her  halls  the  one  half  of 
the  heroes  who  fall  in  battle,  Odin  receiving  the  other  half  Folkvdng 
answereth  to  the  Constellation  the  Lion  —  from  July  33rd  to  August 
23rd  —  the  dog-days,  when  the  greatest  heat  rages. 

X.  cLrrcia  (Bright-gleaming)  was  the  tenth  Castle,  whose  silver 
roof  was  supported  by  pillars  of  gold.  Here  dwelled  Forsete.  a  son  of 
Balder  and  Nanna,  and  the  most  righteous  among  Gods  and  Men,  he 
from  whose  Doom-scat  all  disputants  return  reconciled.  His  Castle  answers 
to  Uie  Sign  of  the  Virgin  ((Voni  the  23rd  of  August  to  the  24th  of 
September)  a  period  which  ends  with  the  Autumnal  Equinox,  when  both 
day  and  night  are  equal,  and  the  Sun  advances  into  the  Sign  of  the 
Scales.    The  Northern  Autumn-Ting  was  held  in  this  month, 

XI.  NdiTilK  (the  blameless  Niord's  Home)  stood  on  the  sea-shore. 
Hiord  was  of  the  race  of  the  Vancr,  but  was  given  as  a  hostage  to  the 
Asar,  and  afterward  was  adopted  among  them.  He  was  the  God  of  the 
air  and  the  water,  and  on  this  account  sacrifices  were  offered  him  for 
good  fortune  on  the  sea.  From  these  sacrifices,  this  month  was  formerly 
called  Blot-  or  offer-month.  Noatun  answers  to  the  Sign  of  the  Scales 
—  from  the  24th  of  Sept.  to  the  23ud  of  October. 
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Xn.  LjiNDVJDt  (Ihe  wide-itretchcd  Diilrict)  wai  a  great  plain,  over- 
grown with  gnui  and  UDderwood.  Tliere  dwelled  Vidar,  the  ion  of  Oden , 
and  the  *ileat  God.  Next  to  Thor  he  i»  tKe  itrongeit  among  the  Aaar, 
■ad  at  the  deatruclion  of  the  world  shall  ila;  the  Fcnrit-wolf,  after  it 
has  hcen  the  bane  of  Oden ,  hii  Father.  It  answers  to  the  Sign  of  the 
Scorpion  in  the  Zodiac  —  from  the  23nd  of  Oct.  to  the  22nd  of  Nor, 
and  was  the  Ia«t  month  of  the  year,  according  to  the  romputatioi)  of 
the  old  North. 


After  Grimncr  has  thus  sung  the  XU  Castles  of  tlic  DeiUoa ,  or 
the  twelTc  celestial  Signs,  he  proceeds  to  other  subjects  in  the  Mythology 
of  the  North,  and  finishes  with  an  anathema  against  King  G«ji-od  for 
his  cruel  crime.  —  But  when  the  Liug  observed  that  it  was  Odin  himself, 
his  own  fosterfalher,  whom  be  bad  tormented,  he  apringcth  hastily  up  to 
&ee  the  God  from  his  bands;  thercwitti,  bowcver,  bcstumbles,aud  fallcth 
dead  upon  the  point  of  his  own  Sword.  Odin  then  disappeared ,  and 
Agnar  bccaine  long  king  in  that  land. 


More  detailed  eiplanationa  of  these  XII  Houses  of  llie  Gods,  and  of 
tbcir  atttonomical  signification,  will  be  fonnd  in  the  Danish  Translation 
«f  the  Elder  Edda,  Copenhagen,  1821  —  1823;  in  the  "Edda-lnre,"  Co- 
penhagen 1824  — 1826;  and  in  the  Mythological  Lexicon  to  the  Eddas, 
appended  to  the  3id  *otume  of  "Edda  Snmundar  bins  Frdda,"  Copen- 
hagen, 18:28:  all  these  three  works  are  by  the  learned  Professor  Finn 
Magtutiitn-  Compare  also  Mone,  "Geschichte  des  Heidenthumi  in  nOrdl. 
Europa,"  Vol.  I,  pp.  367  etc.  Leipzig  uud  Darmsladt,  1822.  Ling^ 
"Eddornas  Sinncbilds-Iara ,"  Stockholm,  1619;  Geijtr,  "Svea  Rikcs  Haf- 
der,"  Upsala,  1625,  pp.  347  etc.;  and  Studach^  "Ssemunds  Edda  des 
Weiaen,"  1st.  Abtb.    KUmbcrg,  1829,  pp.  75  etc. 


Besides  the  above  Edda-chaunt,  man;  other  proofs  ntight  be  advanced 
of  the  knowledge  respecting  the  path  of  the  Sun  through  the  Zodiac, 
possessed  by  the  ancient  Scandinavians.  We  may  instance  the  XII  names 
of  Odin,  which  seem  to  refer  to  the  same  astronomical  fact;  aud  the 
express  testimony   of  Jordancs   to  the  learning  of  the  Golhic  priests.     He 
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at   the   tame   time   wionitclj   diitiuguiihcs   their   knowledge   of  the   XII 
Zodiacnl  Signs,  and  of  the  coiurae  of  the  plancti  through  them  etc. 

To  thii  d»j  we  meet,  among  the  common  people  in  Sweden,  in- 
itancei  of  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  many  aslroDomical  CoiutellationB. 
This  (eemi  to  have  been  perpetuated  from  the  earliest  times ;  and  according 
to  Jordanci  the  Gothi  knew  and  named  346  stan.  With  thia  knowkdgc 
the  Swedish  Peasant  even  now  helps  himself  forward  in  man]*  districts, 
BO  as  to  reckon  the  com^se  of  the  Hours,  to  determine  his  farming  oper- 
ations, and  to  find  his  way  over  the  sea.  From  the  Tecy  oldest  times, 
the  Northman  had  his  own  Perpetual-Calendar,  carved  will)  Runes  and 
other  marks,  commonlj  upon  a  flat  board  or  upon  a  slick  or  stalf.  It 
was  therefore  usually  called  Rune-Staff  or  Prim-Staff,  from  the  word 
Printi  which  mean*  the  same  as  what  in  Catholic  Calendars  is  called 
the  Golden  Letter.  Wo  sometimes  find  employed  for  this  purpose  thin 
slips  or  leaves  of  wood  or  bone,  and  more  lately  parchmcnt-lcaves  which 
folded  up  like  a  book.  Not  seldom  these  marks  were  inscribed  upon 
weapons,  tools,  furniture  and  ornamcats,  —  for  instance  on  the  laoce- 
stafT,  axe-shaft  and  slight  boxes  etc. 

Such  Rune-Calendars  or  Runc-slavcs  are  preserved  in  great  numbers 
in  the  Public  Collections  of  the  three  Horthcm  kingdoms,  and  arc  often 
enough  found  in  the  possession  of  private  individuals,  even  among  the 
common  people,  —  and  Uicir  general  use  only  slowly  began  to  give  way 
at  the  commencement  of  the  17(b  century,  in  consequence  of  the  suppliea 
furnished  of  the  Annual  Almanachs. 

Although  we  do  not  know  of  Ihc  cxistoice  of  any  Ranc-StaO'  which 
can  certainly  be  asserted  to  have  belonged  to  the  days  of  heathenism, 
we  may  yet  from  the  use  of  Runes  in  reckoning  time,  and  from  several 
of  the  tokens  occurring  among  the  oldest  of  them,  as  welt  as  from  other 
reasons,  —  conclude  that  the  use  of  the  Rune-calendar  was  known  in 
the  North  before  Christianity  and  its  compiUut  eccUtiatticut  were  in- 
troduced amoog  us.  —  Ae  this  is  a  circumslance  altogether  peculiar  to  the 
Northern  nations,  the  Translator  imagined  he  should  confin*  much  pleasure 
on  such  readers  of  this  Saga  as  are  not  Scandinavians,  by  communicating 
tbc  Drawing  of  a  Rune-Calendar  designed  by  the  late  Royal  Antiquarian, 
Professor  J.  G.  Liljegren,  —  such  as  we  might  imagine  it  was  engraved 
on  iroesoxb's  lus-inra.  —  In  order  to  make  its  use  more  clearly  under- 
stood, and  in  consequence,  a*  we  have  before  remarked,  of  there  being 
no  heathen  ruDC-staff  remaining  to  he  employed  for  the  purpose,  Professor 
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Liljegnn  believed  he  might  vcnlare  an  anadironiim  —  hy  adomtng  Uiii 
aociciil  ornament  with  a  rune-calendiir  of  more  modern  form,  and  iomc 
of  whoM  tigna  refer  to  the  saint*  and  feattj  of  the  Chrutian  f^th. 


The  conitrnctiott  of  the  Knne-Calendar  was  limple,  but  perfectly 
suited  for  the  porpose.  It  waa  divided  according  to  the  XII  moalhi  of 
the  year.  In  order  to  mark  out  the  da ja  of  the  weel ,  wve  employed 
the  7  Brat  runes  ia  the  Alphabet:  —  p  (anaweriug  to  our  F  and  called 
J^J).  VI  (V—Ur),  t  ('*"  EnglUh  TH-rAorn),  +  or  ►  (0  —  0.), 
K  (h  —  Rtder)^  y  (K— JTon)^  and  ^  (B  —  Hagtl)  —  one  for  CTeiy  day 
in  the  week.  Thcae  runea  are  repeated  in  the  same  order ,  fbr  all  the  365 
days  in  the  year,  in  the  same  manner  hi  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  are 
employed  for  the  *ame  pnrpote  in  the  Christian  Calendars  of  the  middle 
ages  and  even  of  later  times.  Consequently  when  one  knew  on  what 
day  the  year  began,  it  necessarily  followed  that  the  rune  p  marked  out 
the  same  day  of  the  week  all  the  year  through.  That  mne  which  dis- 
tinguished the  Sunday  was  called  Sfindags-nina  (Sunday-rune)  or  Sdndags- 
bokslaf  iSunday^lttttr)  —  the  litera  dotniniealii  of  the  Roman  Eccle- 
siastical Calendar.  —  Every  fourth  year,  or  in  what  are  called  Leap- 
Yeart ,  on  the  34ih  of  February  there  was  inserted  a  day  which  was  not 
narked  on  the  ttune-Staff,  (skottdag  —diet  htsitxtilii,  intercalary  day)^ 
from  which  it  followed  that  in  Leap- Years  there  were  two  Sunday 'runes, 
the  Grst  of  which  was  counted  up  to  the  24lh  of  February,  after  which 
the  rune  immediately  preceding  became  the  Sunday-rune  till  the  end  of 
the  year.  As  these  changes  of  the  days  of  the  week  are  renewed  every 
28  years,  such  a  period  of  28  years  was  called  a  Sun-circle  or  Solar- 
cycle;  and,  by  a  particniar  method  of  calculation,  one  could  at  any  time 
find  the  Sunday-ruue  for  any  particular  year.  —  See  "Liljegrens  Bune- 
lara,"  Stockholm,  1832,  p.  196l 

Under  the  above-mentioned  line  of  mne*  for  the  days  of  the  week, 
the  Runc-alaff  has  another  rune-row,  consisting  of  19  rnncs  or  signs:  — 
r,  n.  t»,  +.

answering  to  the  19  cyphers  or  so-called  Golden  nnmbcrs  of  the  Church- 
calendar,  pointing  out  the  periodical  changes  or  revolutions  of  the  Moon, 
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which  afUr  tlic  liipM  of  19  yetrt  fall  upon  tlic  Mine  Axys  igtin.  Tlie 
method  of  finding  the  Prim  or  Golden  Number,  consisted  in  a  aimple 
calculalion,  which  may  be  Mcn  in  the  work  of  LilJcgFea  quoted  above, 
page  J98. 

For  the  sereral  annuAl  Feast*  occurring  on  certain  definite  daji 
cTerj  year,  there  were  placed  over  the  line  of  mnes  for  the  days  of  the 
week,  certain  mgna  reminding  of  the  feasts  themiclTcs.  For  instance,  at 
Yule  (Christmas)  there  was  «  child  in  swaddling-clothes;  on  New-Year's 
day,  a  Knife  (Circumcision);  on  Twelfth-Day  a  Star;  on  the  I>ays  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  a  Crown  etc.  "What  tre  called  the  Moreahle  Feast«, 
racb  as  Iho  Chief  Aejt  in  Lent,  Pentecost  etc  were  govenied  by  Easter- 
day  which  took  place  diSbreutlj  for  dilTcrcnt  years  —  )uat  as  the  Advcnt- 
Suadayi  depended  upon  Christmas  day  —  for  which  reason  these  feasts 
could  not  be  marked  on  the  rune-stafl'. 

But  besides  all  these,  we  have  other  Signs  also  occnrring  on  tlie 
Bune-staff  which  relate  to  the  changes  of  the  Seasons  or  of  vegetation 
and  other  similar  natural  circumstaiiccs,  or  to  the  labourt  and  occupa- 
tions belonging  to  the  different  periods  of  the  year  etc.  —  Professor 
Liljegren  has  placed  a  number  of  these  tokens  on  hb  drawing  of  Ingeborg's 
Armring;  although,  in  order  to  give  the  whole  a  more  symmetrical  ap- 
pearance, they  could  not  be  stationed  exactly  over  the  particular  days 
to  which  they  belonged. 

We  now  proceed  to  the  explanation  of  this  Design. 


Along  the  npper  part  are  the  present  usnal  name*  of  the  months, 
and  beneath  these  the  XII  Signs  of  the  Zodiac,  such  as  they  are  com- 
monly represented,  placed  within  an  srabesqoc  composed  by  the  Designer 
of  twisting  ornaments  and  fantastical  figures  in  the  antique  northern 
style.  The  four  small  vignettes  on  the  upper  space  give  us  images  of  the 
scenery  of  the  north,  during  the  different  seasons  of  the  year.  In  Fe- 
bruary we  see  a  cottage  and  some  fir-trees  covered  with  snow,  while  the 
sun  can  scarcely  lift  itself  above  the  ice-bridged  sea.  In  May  the  in- 
spiring Spring-sun  is  shining  over  a  bay,  whicli  is  shaded  by  leafy  trees; 
along  the  coast  a  boat  is  sailing  forward.  In  August  we  see  the  corn-harvest, 
the  hot  dt^-days  now  fierce  raging.  In  November  we  have  again  a  more 
than  half-stripped  landscape,  the  rays  of  the  sun  being  hardly  able  to 
penetrair  the  down -si  reaming  showers  of  rain.

the  intercalation  here  of  tbow  iaj»  which  exceed  the  360  or  XII  n«iilh«, 
reckoning  30  dajs  to  cveiy  monlh. 

Above  the  andent  names  of  the  montha ,  the  waxing  and  waning  of 
the  Moon  — daring  its  circle  of  28  dayt  and  nights  —  it  exhibited  hj  light 
and  ahade.  At  the  Mine  time  a  figure  ii  ioicrled  referring  to  the  name 
of  eTcrjr  mouth,  or  to  those  expeditions  which  belonged  to  the  same,  etc. 
—  1.  An  ancient  Doom-Scat,  consisting  of  a  ihit  stone  resting  apon  three 
atump-like  blocks,  as  a  mark,  of  the  Winter-Ting;  together  with  two 
Drioking-homs,  which  refer  to  the  atill  CMitinning  Ynle-feast  2.  A  holy 
Bing,  referring  to  the  Disar-Sacrifice.  3.  An  Egg;  hens  lay  at  (his  time. 
4^  A  Serpent,  awakened  from  its  winter-lrance.  5.  A  Doom-Scat  for  the 
Samnici-Ting;  also  a  Stork,  which  bird  removes  about  Ihit  time  to 
Sonthcrn  Sweden.  6.  A  Milk-pail,  in  consequence  of  this  being  the 
time  when  the  cattle  are  led  to  pasture  in  distant  grasa-lands  and  meadows 
m  the  woods.

fl.  A  Goose,  refernng  to  St  Martin's  taut  12.  A  Wheel,  the  sun's 
tropic,  wiDler-«olsticc;  together  with  a  dormer-light  or  window,  referring 
to  what  ha»  before  been  laid  rq^arding  the  Yule-monih. 

Above  this  line  is  the  row  of  runes  for  the  daja  of  Ihc  week, 
MUfrring  to  the  cypher*  under  the  lower  edge  of  the  arabcaquos.  Between 
these  two  lines  we  find  a  part  of  the  signs  occurring  on  the  Rune-ScafF, 
OKI  the  object  of  which  has  been  defcribed  above.  Tbiir  ligniliealion  i* 
as  follows;  —

Tlie  Rune-Staff  ha*  gradually  undergone  many  change* ,  in  contequencc 
of  attempts  having  been  made  partly  to  arrange  it  after  the  7(ew  Style, 
and  partly  to  make  it  more  accordant  with  more  modem  reckonings.  Its 
use  was  commonly  known  up  to  the  commencement  of  the  16lh  Century, 
but  was  supplanted  by  degrees,  as  has  been  already  observed,  hy  the  annual 
and  therefore  moreconvenientAlmanacks.  Notwithstanding  this,  familiarily 
with  its  *igns  was  long  regarded  a*  lo  important  that  King  Karl  XI,  by 
a  Royal  Letter  dated  JulyS.  1684,  issued  at  the  request  of  the  College  of 
Antiquities,  ordered  —  that  all  such  persons  as  cshibilcd  the  greatest 
skill  in  carving  Rune-sta*e*  and  instructing  the  common  people  in  their 
use,  thus  persuading  tbcm  again  to  adopt  them  in  general,  should  enjoy 
freedom  from  all  payments  or  taxes  to  his  Iffaiesty  and  the  Ciown.  — 
Tliey  are  now  preserved  as  mac  antiquarian  curiosities  and,  with  the 
exception  perhaps  of  some  distant  province  where  the  peasantry  may  ititl 
be  capable  of  nndcrst«nding  them ,  —  their  explanation  has  fallen  within 
the  limits  of  Antiquarian  Research.

At  the  time  when  *Fritbior  was  composed ,  it  was  com* 
monly  enough  believed  amODg  the  Literad  of  Sweden  — 
and  I  need  only  mention  Leopold  as  an  example  —  thai 
what  was  called  the  Gothic  Poetiy  was,  notwithstanding 
the  talent  it  was  admitted  had  been  employed  on  it,* 
altogether  and  organically  unsuccessful.  This  Poesy,  it 
was  asserted ,  rested  for  fnndamenul  support  on  a  wildness 
of  manners  and  opinions  and  an  only  partial  developement 
of  the  rela^ons  of  Society,  impossible  to  reconcile  with 
the  Poetry  of  present  times.  The  latter  was ,  properly 
enough,  regarded  as  the  Daughter  of  Modem  Civilization, 
and  in  Her  countenance  it  was  that  the  Age  recognized, 
though  beautified  and  idealized,  the  features  of  itself. 
And,  indeed,  it  is  quite  true  that  all  Poetry  must  reflect 
the  progress  and  temperament  of  its  Time ;  but  still  we 
find  those  general  human  passions  and  circumstances, 
which  must  remain  unchanged  in  every  period,  and  may 
be   regarded   as    the   foundation   of  poetry.     Even   before 

*  For  'IdoM'  had  long  ainc*  been  publUhcd. 
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tbis,  though  witli  various  success,  Ling*  had  treated 
several  Northern  Subjects,  —  for  the  most  part  ia  a 
Dramatic  foim.  It  has  been  observed  tbat  his  great  poetic 
talent  laj  more  in  the  Lyric  than  the  Drama ,  and  tbat 
he  paints  exterior  Nature  far  better  than  the  ever-cbangmg 
Soul.  That  the  Northern  Saga  can  successfully  assume 
the  Dramatic  foi-m  is ,  however,  abundantly  proved  by  the 
Tragedies  of  Oebleiisch lager.  It  is  with  pleasure  I  acknow- 
ledge, tliat  his  'Helge'  first  gave  me  the  Idea  of  'Friibiof.' 
It  was  never  my  meaning,  however,  in  this  Poem,  — 
though  such  seems  to  have  been  the  opinion  of  many  — 
simply  to  versify  the  Saga.  The  most  transient  comparison 
ought  to  have  shown,  not  only  that  the  whole  denouement 
is  different  in  the  Poem  and  the  Saga,  but  also  tbat 
several  of  its  parts,  such  as  Cantos  II,  III  V  XV 
XXI,  XXIII,  and  XXIV,  have  either  litde,  'if  any,  or 
at  least  a  very  distant  ground  in  the  Legend.  Indeed  it 
is  not  in  this  one,  but  in  other  Icelandic  Sagas  that  we 
ought  to  seek  the  sources  of  the  incidents  I  have  chosen. 
My  object  was,  to  represent  a  poetical  image  of  the  old 
Northern  Hero-Age.  It  was  not  Frithiof,  as  ao  individual 
whom  I  would  paint;  it  was  the  epoch  of  which  he  was 
chosen  as  the  Representative.  It  is  true  that  I  preserved 
in  this  respect,  the  hull  and  outline  of  the  Tradition  — 
but,  at  the  same  lime,  I  thought  myself  entitled  to  add 
OF  to  take  away,  just  as  was  most  conv'enient  for  my  plan. 
This,  as  I  supposed,  was  a  pan  of  that  poetic  liberty, 
witbont  which  it  is  impossible  to  produce  any  independent 
treatment  of  any  poetical  subject  whatsoever. 


*   Tha   Trantlaior  regret*  lo  *i>t«.  Dial   ills  digiinguiiilicil  GymuaBlsi- 
SaTan  and  good  Posl  expired  a  fen  duyt  ago. 
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In  the  Saga  we  find  much  that  is  high-minded  and 
heroic,  and  which ,  equally  demanding  the  homage  of  every 
period,  both  could  and  ought  to  be  preserved.  But,  at 
the  same  time,  we  meet  occasional  instances  of  the  raw, 
the  savage,  the  barbarous,  which  required  to  he  either 
altogether  taken  away,  or  -to  be  considerably  softened 
down.  To  a  certain  extent  therefore,  it  was  necessary  to 
modernize;  but  just  the  difficulty  here  was  to  find  the 
fitting  lagom.  *  Ou  the  one  hand  the  Poem  ought  not 
too  glaringly  lo  offend  our  milder  opinions  and  more 
refined  habits;  but  on  the  other,  it  was  important  not  to 
sacrifice  the '  national  the  lively  the  vigorous  and  the  na- 
tiiral.  There  could,  and  ought  to,  blow  through  the  Song 
that  cold  winter-air,  that  fresh  Northwind  which  charac- 
terizes so  much  both  the  climate  and  the  temperament 
of  the  North.  But  neither  should  the  Storm  howl  till  — 
the  vei7  quicksilver  froze,  and  all  the  more  tender  emo- 
tions of  tlie  heart  were  extinguished. 

It  is  properly  in  the  bearing  of  Frithiors  character 
that  I  have  sought  the  resolution  of  this  problem.  The 
noble ,  the  high-minded ,  the  bold  which  is  the  great 
feature  of  all  Heroism  —  ought  not,  of  course,  to  he 
missing  there ;  and  materials  sufficient  abounded  both  in 
this  aud  in  many  other  Sagas.  But  together  with  this 
more  general  Heroism,  I  have  endeavoured  to  invest  the 
character  of  FHthiof  with  something  individually  Northern 
—  that  fresh-living,  insolent,  daring  rashness  which  belongs, 
or  at  least  formerly  belonged,  to  the  national  temperament. 
Ingehorg  says  of  Fi-ithiof,  (p.  89) 

*  "Lagom"  ]>  a  baanlifnl  word,  vliicli  it  is  iin|ioi*iliIe  alway*  fully  to 
traniUlc.  It  oceuM  freijacnllj  in  SwedUli ,  aud  ausivers  lo  oni  'jiisl 
(lie  diiug,'  'jiul  ligbt,'  'iticdiuiB/  'madcrale,'  etc,  —  0.  s. 
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How  glad,  how  daring-all,  how  full  of  hope !  — 

His  good  Sword  pointing  to  the  norna's  bosom , 
*Thou  shalt,'  sailh  He,  'Thou  shah  give  way.'  * 
These  lines  contain  the  key  to  Frithiof's  character-,  and, 
in  point  of  fact,  to  the  whole  poem.  E^ven  the  mild, 
peace-loving ,  iriend-rich  old  King  King  is  not  destitute 
of  this  great  national  quality,  at  least  in  the  manner  of 
his  death;  and  it  is  for  this  reasoa  I  let  him  "Carve 
himself  with  Geirs-odd,"  —  undouhtedly  a  barbarous 
custom ,  but  still  characteristic  of  the  time  and  the  popular 
manners. 

Another  peculiarity  common  to  the  people  of  the 
North,  is  a  certain  disposition  for  melancholy  and  heav- 
iness of  spirit  common  to  all  deeper  characters.  Like 
some  Elegiac  key-note,  its  sound  pervades  all  our  old 
national  melodies,  and  generally  whatever  is  expressive  in 
our  annals,  —  for  it  is  found  in  the  depths  of  the  Nation's 
heart.  I  have  somewhere  or  other  **  said  of  Bellman,  the 
most  national  of  our  Poets , 
And  mark  the  touch  of  gloom  his  brow  o'ershading  — 
A  Northern  minstrel-look,  a  grief  in  rosy-red!*' 
for  this  melancholy,  so  far  from  opposing  the  fresh  live- 
liness and  cheerful  vigour  common  to  the  nation,  only 
gives  them  yet  more  strength  and  elasticity.  There  is  a 
ceitain  kind  of  life-enjoying  gladness  (and  of  this.  Public

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Opinion  has  accused  the  French^)  which  fiaallj  reposes 
on  frivolity;  —  that  of  the  North  is  built  on  seriousness. 
And  therefore  I  have  also  endesYonred  to  develope  in 
Frithiof  somewhat  of  this  meditative  gloom.  His  repent- 
ant  regret  at  the  unwilling  Templ«-fire ,  —  his  scrupulous 
fear  of  Balder,  (p.  151) 

'Who  sits  in  yon  sky,  gloomy  thoughts  sending  down; 
ne'er  my  soul  from  their  sadness  is  freed!'  * 
and  his  longing  for  the  final  Reconciliation  and  for  calm 
within  him,  are  proofs  not  only  of  a  religious  craving, 
hut  also  and  still  more  of  a  natural  tendency  to  boitow- 
fulness  common  to  eveiy  serious  mind,  at  least  in  the 
North  of  Europe. 

I  have  been  reproached  (though  I  cannot  help  think- 
ing, without  good  reason)  with  having  given  the  love 
between  Frithiof  and  Ingeborg,  for  instance  in  *The  Part- 
ing' —  too  modern  and  sentimental  a  cast.  As  regards 
this  I  ought  to  remark,  that  Reverence  for  the  Sex  was 
from  the  earliest  times,  long  before  the  introduction  of 
Christianity,  a  national  feature  of  the  German  Peoples. 
On  this  account  it  was ,  that  the  tight  inconstant  and  simply 
sensual  view  of  Love,  —  which  prevailed  among  the  most 
cultivated  nations  of  Antiquity ,  -~  was  a  thing  quite  foreign 
to  the  habits  of  the  North.  Song  and  Saga  overflow  with 
the  most  touching  Legends  of  romantic  Love  and  Faith 
in  the  North,  long  before  the  spirit  of  Chivalry  had  made 
Woman  the  Idol  of  Man  in  the  South.  The  circumstances 
assumed  between  Ingeborg  and  Frithiof  seem  to  me ,  there- 
fore,   to   rest   upon   sufficient  historical  ground,  —  if  not

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perBODally,  —  in  the  manners  and  opinions  of  tlie  Age. 
That  delicacy  of  sentiment  with  which  Ingeborg  refused  to 
accompany  her  Lover,  and  rather  sacrificed  her  inclination 
than  withdrew  herself  from  the  authority  of  her  Brother 
and  Guardian  —  seems  to  me  to  find  its  reason  in  the 
nature  of  each  nobler  female,  which  is  the  same  in  every 
Period  and  in  every  Land. 

The  Subjective  thus  contained  in  the  Events  and 
Characters  demanded,  or  at  least  permitted,  a  departure 
from  the  usual  Epic  uniformity  in  their  treatment.  The 
most  suitable  method  seemed  to  mc,  to  resolve  the  Epic 
form  into  free  Lyiic  Romances.  I  had  the  example  of 
Oehlenschliiger,  in  his  Helge,  before  me;  and  have  since 
found  that  it  has  been  followed  by  others.  It  carries  with 
.  it  the  advantage  of  enabling  one  to  change  the  metre  in 
accordance  with  the  contents  of  every  separate  song.  Thus, 
for  instance,  I  doubt  whether  'Ingcborg's  Lament'  (Canto 
IX)  could  be  given  witb  advantage  in  any  Language  in 
Hexameters  or  Ten-syllabled  Iambics,  whether  rhymed  or 
not.  I  am  well  aware  that  many  regard  this  as  opposed 
to  the  Epic  unity,  which  is,  however,  so  nearly  allied  to 
monotony.  But  I  regard  this  unity  as  more  than  eufficienlty 
compensated  by  the  freer  room  and  fresher  changes  gained 
by  its  abandonment.  Just  this  liberty,  however,  to  he 
properly  employed,  requires  so  ranch  the  more  thought, 
understanding ,  and  taste ;  for  with  every  separate  Piece 
one  must  endeavour  to  find  the  exacdy  suiuble  form,  a 
thing  not  always  ready  for  one's  hand  in  the  language. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  have  attempted  (with  greater 
or  less  success)  to  imitate  several  metres,  especially  from 
the  Poets  of  Antiquity.  Thus  the  Pentaraetei-  Iambic,  hy- 
percatalectic  in  tlie  third  foot,  (Canto  II)  —  llie  six-footed 
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Inmbic  (G.  XIV)  —  tlic  Aristophanic  Anapcsis  (C.  XV) 
—  the  Trochaic  Tetrameter  (C.  XVI)  —  and  the  Tragic 
Seiiarius  (G.  XXIV),  —  were  little,  if  at  all,  heard  of  in 
Swedish  previous  to  m;  attempts. 

As  regards  the  language  in  itself,  —  the  antigite  suh- 
ject  invited  one  sometimes  to  use  an  Ai'chaism,  especially 
where  such  an  expression,  without  being  obscure,  seemed 
to  carry  with  it  any  particular  emphasis.  SUIl  this  care 
is  at  all  events  tost  abroad,*  and  sometimes  even  at  home. 
It  demands,  nevertheless,  very  much  prudence  —  for  the 
great  stream  of  words  in  a  modern  Poem  must,  naturally, 
flow  from  the  language  of  the  day,  although  an  obsolescent 
word  or  two  may  occasionally  he  employed.

In  the  beautiful  Hexameters  of  his  third  C&nto  the  Aatbor, 
like  another  boher  working  up  the  "rhapsodies"  of  national 
tradition,  paints  with  a  bold  and  yet  elegant  simplidty  the 
picturesque  manners  of  an  age  remarkably  Homeric  in  its  barljaric 
civilization  and  its  pirate  independence. 

On  the  death  of  his  fatfaerFRiTHiOF  succeeds  to  his  lands, 
wealth,  and  Hall,  which  is  described  at  large.  Then  follows  a 
detailed  History  of  his  three  principal  Taluablcs  —  angdrtadel 
his  falchion,  —  his  ARH-sma  the  famous,  —  and  his  war-ship, 
ELLIDA ,  the  gift  of  the  Sea-godl 

Assembling  his  friends  and  retainers,  the  young  Hero 
pledges  them  at  the  Grave-ale  (funeral  banquet)  of  the  Deceased, 
and  then,  in  the  midst  of  the  applause  of  the  Scalds,  steps  into 
the  vacant  "seat  of  his  father,  now  his.' 

English  Hexameter  verso  is  so  uncommon,  and  its  laws 
ao  UDcertaio,  —  that  we  are  a&aid  wc  have  trespassed  rather 
too  lai^ly  on  the  patience  and  good  huroonr  of  the  reader  by 
presenting  him  with  the  following  "attempL"  The  "attempt" 
however,  was  worth  while.  Wo  need  hardly  add  that,  in 
En^ish,  tone  accent  and  emphasis  must  be  onr  guide  in  con- 
structing   the   Hexameter rather   than    syllabic   quantity ,  of 

which  we  have  so  little  that  is  absolutely  determined.  So  far 
as  its  comparative  novelty  would  admit ,  the  Translator  has  aimed 
at  a  natural  and  national  verse,  differing  from  the  strictly 
classical  Cennanic  Hexameter  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  loose 
unequal  Hexameter  of  Southey  on  the  other.  —  How  far  he  has 
succeeded  —  is  another  question  t

Our  fate  is  fix'd;  upon  thy  brow  'ds  written.

Thia  wae 
admired  by  the  Crllic  youth  of  former  lime*,  and  'the  yellow-haired  lad- 
die' and  'lassie  ivi'  Ike  lint-nhile  -locks'  continue  favonrites  wllk  iheir 
descendants  10  the  present  day." -t-i-f-  —  It  may  be  added ,  that  even  when 
wigs  were  first  introduced  into  Britain,  flaxen  was  the    favonrile  coloiu.

OTerpowered  hf  b  AnnUli  army,  hla  conmr}'  wa*  rarnged,  and  Oka  fair 
taelaimed.  The  enemy  baing  (do  pawarfnl  lo  be  openly  araailed,  Het- 
ranil  and  kii  foder-hrolher  BoBi,  accompanied  by  a  friendly  magiciai , 
named  Smith,  sailed  in  a  single  galley  lo  altempi  the  recovery  of  Hleilhr. 
They  reached  GlieBvellr  on  the  eve  of  her  forced  naptialt  to  a  cbBBipion 
ot  tlie  Idng,  Siggeir  aud  with  the  promptltade  of  "Yoong  LochLnvar,"  it 
wa«  determined  to  "tread  a  meaanre"  vilh  the  bride.  Sigard,  the  confi- 
dent and  harper  of  llic  monarch,  having  been  waylaid  and  elain  with  hia 
*oU  aJlendanl,  their  akins  were  conveyed  lo  Smilh,  who  propared  from 
them  larvn  —  mttrimmr  —  for  falmaelf  and  Boai;  aud  thoa  diignised  in  the 
teg;nmentand  dreaa  of  their  vie  lima ,  these  re  preaenlative  ■  proceeded  boldly 
to  the  easlle ,  whilst  Herraad  nnderlook  the  arrangements  -vriihonl.  Ap- 
prehending forcible  abdnction,  Godmnnd  had  erected  an  enormons  Hall, 
in  which  the  nuptials  were  lo  be  celebmled  amidst  nDmerous  gnards; 
and  had  placed  at  each  of  I  he  hnndred  doors  two  warden,  Instructed 
to  repel  any  unknown  applicant  for  admission.  This  precanlion  proved, 
of  course  no  ohslRClo  to  onr  nmtef  Sigurd,  who  followed  by  his  man, 
entereil  where  the  eoTereign  himself  stood,  end  wns  warmly  greet- 
ed. His  fital  care  was  to  exhort  llie  steward  and  butlers  lo  ply  the 
gneels  liberally  with  the  strongest  beverage,  aa  doing  meet  honoar  lo 
the  eulertainer.

The 
aaplial  couch  alood  on  an  elevaled  plaliarm,  and  iMlher  Smith,  nho  now 
look  the  hand  oE  llie  bride ,  conlrlTcd  to  caat  varlona  plecea  of  plale  from 
the  table  eqaipnge ;  and  night  being  far  advanced ,  the  apoll  vras  abitracled 
Ihroagh  a  window  bj  hia  accomplices.

Tlie  mirlh  was  at  its 
height,  when  a  tail  personable  man  entered  in  scarlet  Kirtle  and  lUver 
girdle,  fringed  with  gold;  he  was  nnarmed  and  dancing  gradnallj  In  the 
apol  where  Godmund  stood,  he  raised  his  fiat,  and  inflicted  ao  aevera  a 
Mow  Qpun  Ihe  Chief,  thai  blood  gnihed  forlh,  leTeral  teeth  dropped,  and 
a  awooa  ensued.  The  aaaailant  inunedialelj  mihed  forth  cloaely  followed 
by  Sigurd,  who  ,  observing  the  action,  had  thrown  hIa  harp  npon  the  bed, 
and  the  bridegroom  drawing  liia  sword,  with  many  of  thegneila,  pDrsned. 
Whilst  Ihe  leaidne  were  occnpled  with  ihe  fallen  monarch.  Smith,  with 
the  bride ,  aklpped  up  the  steps  to  Ihe  plelform  where  the  harp  lay,  and 
placing  her  in  Ihe  inalrnmcnt,  he  attached  It  to  a  cord  lowered  by  his 
confederates,  and  both  escaped  through  the  window.

irrcARTia  (AancaiMSion),  "The  gigantlo  son  ofaViking  and  Uland 
chief,  named  Aragrlin;  and  one  of  twelve  brethren  renowned  ai  the  £rsl 
Benerhlr.  Tbeae  he  accompanied  to  Samaey,  whither  one  of  them,  HiGr- 
Tatd,  had  challenged  Uialmar,  a  brave  Swediah  leader,  hit  aDCceufal  ri- 
val, In  the  favour  of  IngebiSrg,  danghter  of  the  reigning  monarch  at  Up- 
Hia.  The  hostile  partiea  met  on  the  shore,  attar  Ihe  Beraerkir,  In  a  fit 
of  martial  frenzy,  had  attacked  and  slain  the  altendanla  ofHIalmer,  whilat 
their  chief,  with  hia  roalei-brolhar,  Oddr,  aacended  an  (minence  to  re- 
connoitre. Two  against  twelve  ahewed  faartnl  disproportion,  bat  ih* 
fornur  were  in  foil  vigonr  the  latter  labouring  under  eihaiution,  eonse- 
qnent  upon  the  preceding  puozyam:  and  loo  brave  to  fly,  the  gallant 
pair  resolved  to  hasard  the   enconntar.    After  some  friendly  dispnlillon.

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It  wa>  agreed  thai  Hialmar,  as  the  moil  perilous  «mprize ,  shoold  engsgs 
AngantjT;  -rrliilsl  hia  coafederale  braved  the  eleren.  Accordinglj,  after  a 
prelimiuarr  condiliou  had  been  exacled  by  (he  B«nerk,  that  if  he  fell, 
Us  iiford  should  be  interred  -wilh,  its  owner  —  "ok  yil  ek  Iiafa  Tyrfing 
1  bang  melh  mer"  —  the  duel  coininBaced;  and  traa  long  eoalinned  with 
Remeailoa*  tarj  and  reciprocal  wonndsi  (he  leek  —  according  to  the 
Chronicler  —  ascending  from  the  noalriU  and  montha  of  the  combatanu , 
aa  from  a  fiery  furnace.  After  standiag  far  some  lime  "spectator  of  iKe 
fight,"  Oddr  drew  off  hia  ojiponeata ;  and  heviug  appealed  to  their  cour- 
age aichampiona  ,  and  uol  alsTaa,  and  lo  Ihe  aacieul  edict,  "man  to  nun," 
waa  firsi  confronted  by  Hiarrard,  whom  he  qoiokly  despatehed,  and  bdc- 
cesslvely  by  the  snrriTora,  who  all  shared  the  same  fate:  his  wronghl 
■ilvcr  Innie,  presented  to  him  by  a  fair  enchanlresa  — Alftir  —  in  Ireland, 
defying  Ihe  edge  of  ateel.  Unacallied  he  rclnrned  lo  ihe  spot,  where  ha 
had  lefl  his  friend,  waging  doablfal  confiici,  and  foond  Anganlyr  fallen, 
and  UialnuT  sealed  upon  a  hillock,  pale  aa  a  corpse.  In  rhythmic  reci- 
tative, Oddr  qneali one d  and  condoled  wilh  his  ghastly  comrade,  who 
lakiag  np  the  alraln,  replied:  —

Oddr  then  depoaiieil  Ihe  Beraerkir 
wilh  their  arnia,  oumnlaling  a  barrow  orer  them;  and  haying  completed 
tbia  laborions  task,  carried  Ihe  body  of  liis  friend  ID  the  ship,  and  sailed 
for  Upaala.  The  Friacesa  belrolhed  to  Hialmar,  overpowered  l)j  the  me- 
lancholy tidings  of  his  decease ,  died  of  a  broken  heart,  aud  wa«  buried 
in  the  same  tomb  irllh  her  lover."  i)    See  Tlari^to. 

AnsAnTTB  (niiMDXDa9a:<) ,  was  Jarl  of  the  Orkneys.  His  father  was 
Jarl  of  Gotland,  and  a  renowned  warrior  and  Sea-King.  On  Angantyi's 
first  meeting  wilh  Thocsten  and  Bele,  they  came  to  pitched  combat,  and 
after  two  days  hard  Gghtiug,   followed  by  a  severe   dnel  (both  the  cJiam- 
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lilons  ilauiliag  on  on«  Ud«)  —  *iran  foalcc-bnllialililp  wHb  eich  oilier, 
and  Wflre  insepwnble  tn  their  aftcT-TOTingi.  Aher  (be  conqoeM  ot  die 
OrLneja  by  the  ihrae  nuitea  braTfl*,  —  "Bele  offeiel  Thonten  lb.e  Itlandi, 
thai  he  thould  be  Jarl  thereot;  bnt  lie  nii,  that  he  wonlil  not  hsTe  It

tilled  Jarl  and  lire  Tar  away  from  Ihj  aide.'  —  Then  offered  he  the  aane

IHII-Ilixa,  (Bracelet,  Armclaip)  an  ornament,  nanallj  ot  gold, 
coDatnallj  and  eztraTagantly  worn  by  the  old  Inhabllanli  ot  ScandinaTia 
&e.  To  ancli  an  extent  waa  thia  practiae  carried,  that  it  gare  a  aeparate 
■ppoUalion  to  the  preclona  metala,  —  ttilr  iiy  or  lU  imaWmr,!)  —  the  fire 
ot  the  wrist,  or  wdit-flame.  —The  cnatom  perhaps  aroae  from  the  eonve- 
nlenl  and  egrcable  form  in  which  treainre  was  ihna  aecnred  aboat  the 
penon,  at  a  time  when  properly  waa  extremely  insecure.  But  Arm-rlaga 
were  also  trequeotly  regarded  aa  Amalets  and  taliamans,  and  their  nae 
nndonbtedly  eame  from  iheEaet,  where  we  find  them  retained  lothladay. 

ARMS,  of  all  Kinds,  and  often  ot  great  rarity  and  beanly,  were 
always  pnbUcly  worn  by  llie  Golliie  nations,  who  Introdaced  this  cnatom 
into  Sonthem  Enrope.  Bat  especially  at  llie  Ting,  Diet,  and  all  other 
folk-moles  the  frea  Northman  presented  himaelf  "armed  np  to  the  teeth-," 
and,  in  proportion  u  he  laid  aside  hia  wtmpKu,  his  IOo-Kb  were  gradually 
filched  from  him  by  nobles,  priests  and  tyrants.  — In  God'a  good  time,  it 
U  10  be  hoped,  he  will  lake  back  both  the  one  and  the  other!

"It  'waa  also  not  natreqaenllj 
kept  on  MiJKBBmrr-iUf,  from  a  not  nnnalnral  idea,  thai  of  all  the  daya  In 
Ike  year  that  in  parlicnlar  ihonld  be  gelecled  in  which  Ihe  ann  waa  the 
Jongeat  predominant;  and  it  waa  obieneil  by  firea  from  a  notion  no  lea* 
nalnral,  iLal  there  iraa  ■  peculiar  fitneas  in  making  olferinga  to  the  great 
god  of  day  from  kia  own  slement."  3) 

BABiow,  (perhaps  derived  from  iBnn,  liill)  Grave-monnd,  tepnt- 
chral  heap,  was  a  vast  maas  of  earth  and  atones  raised  over  the  remaina  of 
■  chief  or  -warrior  of  renown.  Commonly  one  or  more  limbered  or  walled 
chambers,  protected  Ihe  corpae  from  conlscl  with  the  soil  itself.  Such 
Bacrowt  or  Cairns  are  found  in  Scaudinavia  and  in  llie  British  Isles,  Po- 
land and  Hnasia,  especially  in  tke  steppes  of  Tarlnry.  "The  borderers  npon 
these  deserts  (near  Tiomaky)  have  for  many  years  continued  10  digfortrea- 
ante  depoiited  In  iheae  tnmnli:  and  the  Aossiaa  court  being  informed  of 
these  depredations,  dispatched  an  officer  to  open  anch  of  Iha  tumuli  as 
were  too  lai^e  for  tke  marauding  patties  to  undertake.  Ha  aelectcd  the 
barrow  of  largest  dimensions,  and  a  deep  covering  of  eartk  and  slonei 
having  been  removed,  the  workmen  came  lo  three  vsalts.  The  ceiHra 
and  largest ,  containing  the  bones  of  ihe  chief,  was  easily  distinguished  V  '^" 
eword ,  apcar,  bow,  qniver,  and  arrow ,  wliich  lay  beside  him.  In  the  vanll 
beyond  liim ,  toward  which  bis  feel  lay,  were  his  horae  anJ  bridle  and 
■lirmps.  The  body  oE  the  prince  lay  in  a  reclining  posturo  upon  a  akeel 
of  pare  gold,  extending  from  head  to  fool;  and  anolher  sheet  of  goU,  of 
the  like  dimonsiona,  was  spread  over  him.  He  was  wrapt  in  a  ricli  mantle, 
bordered  with  gold ,  and  slndded  wilh  mhies  and  emeralds.  Hie  head , 
neck,  hrensl,  and  arms  naked,  and  wilkont  any  ornament.  In  Ibe  lesser 
Taull  lay  the  princesa,  diatinguiahed  hy  her  female  ornaments.  She  waa 
placed  reclining  agRinsI  the  wall,  wilh  a  gold  chain  of  many  links,  set 
with  mliice,   round  her  neck,   and  gold  liracelets  round  her  arms.    Tke

The 
CDSlom  ot  creeling  lucU  monumenls  was  as  old  as  Odcn  himself.  "Oter 
all  ibose  men  trho  any  mnuly  gii>1o1i  had  performed,  should  SanM-SiMa 
be  raUed."  i)  Sometimes  llicj  slood  on  a  Cairn,  bal  more  commonly  by  *

On  the  ahip's-bord,  wheiever  he  thoaght  !t  night 
be  suitable ,  cansed  he  gilding  to  he  added.  Mnch  more  tnagnificent  waa 
this  skip  than  any  other,  and  seemed  to  anrpai*  all  other  Teasel*  aa  Sing

Commonly  ihey  were  proTided  with  feet  (of 
ailvar  &c.)i  'nd  need  not  therefore  be  emptied  at  once.  Another  eoit 
was  wilbonl  any  support,  and  wai  aeeesaarily  drained  at  onoe.  Some 
Drinking-bora*  ireie  of  an  enormona  siaa ,  and  Tery  finely  wrought  with 
omamenti  and  rnnes;  others  again  -were  amall  and  simple. 

DWARF,  (orSHO).  —  "The  Cyclopes  in  minialnre;  the  miner*  of 
the  Honh ,  apparently  idenlified  -wllh  the  aboriginal  Finna.  Theie  pig- 
mies, Ibongh  hideons  in  form  and  malevolent  in  dispoailion,  are  admitted 
lo  haiB  excelled  the  very  ^air  in  mechanical  skill  and  melallnrgy.  A 
superiority  scarcely  to  be  dispnied,  lince  we  find  Ibem  not  merely  for- 
ging hair  of  gold  to  replace  the  locks  which  miscbie-ron*  Lokj  bad  enl 
from  the  bright- ringleted  wife  of  Thor;  but  fabricating  a  golden-brtstlad 
boar  from  a  skin  conunilted  to  Ihe  forge:  a  ring  (Cm^M*)  from  which 
others  periodically  distilled;  and  a  ship  —  SUaUdnir,  the  gliding  laminn, 
—  which  sopiilied  its  own  breezes,  and  was  so  conveniently  elaslie,  that 
allhoDgh  capable  of  containing  all  ibe  ^ali  with  their  arms,  it  might  be 
folded  together  and  put  into  the  pocket.  The  Dvrarfa,  my  ibo  logic  ally 
regarded,  betray  their  descent  from  ihn  mysteries  of  the  Cabiri ,  the  fa- 
bricators of  the  ark.  "The  natives  of  Iceland  still  term  DtirfiamUi  any 
workmanship  which  they  wish  lo  describe  aa  pariicnlarly  artificial."  — 
JTmbrmi't  IcrUiU,  193."  3)  The  Dwarfa  dwell  in  rocks  and  caverns,  and 
kad  qnickaned  from  the  body  of  the  alanghtered  Tmer.

The  engrftTing  ot  this ,  Frilhlorg 
favaorile  Dragon-ship ,  is  token  *froni  the  descriptions  in  the  Sagas ,  as 
compared  with  facsimile  dranings  ot  Ihe  celebrated  Bayeai-Tapealry. 
Many  of  Ihe  old  ScandinaTiao  warships  mnst  hare  been  exceedingly  strik- 
ing;, and  their  general  appearance  probably  lery  much  reiembled  (he 
Koman  and  GieciaQ  gall  lea. 


rirnsB,  (7/.c¥Ur,  the  WKALTB-ipiititaa}  iha  famons  Dragon  who  aat 
brooding  OTei  ihe  enormous  wealth  procnred  for  Iha  death  of  Oiler.  —

I'lie  ficaodinaTian  peasant,  in  many  districts,  still  devoutly  believes  in 
the  £l[-raee  and  their  pranks. 

PBKRIS,  (from  Ftivl,  abyss) ,  —  one  of  Ihe  three  monster-offspring 
ot  Loke,  —  "a  giant  wolt,  which  —  as  the  Edda  relate*  —  was  kept  al- 
most from  birth  amongsl  tlie  jSsir ,  nndl  alarmed  by  its  monstrous  growth, 
and  certain  amiaona  prophecies  ot  its  fntnre  destractiTeneis ,  they  re- 
aoWed  Id  aecnre  it  by  a  chain.  Secure  in  conaeions  might,  it  permitted 
them  to  try  snccessirely  Tsrious  tellers,  which  il  broke  with  ease;  but 
■I  lengllk  iDgenioDa  Dwarfs  fabricated  a  cord  ot  sii  malcnals,  which  thus 
became  rariliea  or  non-entitiesi  Ihe  sound  of  a  cat's  tread,  Ihe  beard  of 
u  temale,  the   rools  ot  a  moontain,  the  nerres  of  a  bear,   (he  saliva  of  a

Piu-CBDM.  lB*i-hifU,  Bid-Sufl),  was  ■  short  staff,  ana  end  of 
which  -was  hnmcd  with  fire  ,  wliile  ibe  other  was  petforated  with  a  cord. 
This,  on  any  pressing  emeigency,  iras  transferred  from  district  to  district 
triih  incredible  rapidity,  and  the  addition  of  «  few  rnnei  or  marks  would 
still  more  clearly  explain  the  verbal  message.  The  simpUciiT  of  this  ex- 
pedient was  admirable,  in  limes  when  clTlUzation  and  its  accompanying 
arts  bad  made  snch  Utile  progreit.  Sir  Wtttr  Seta  remarks  2) :  "At  sight 
of  the  tirtf  Cna,  every  man,  from  eixleen  years  old  to  lixiy,  capable  of 
beerlng  aruts,  was  obliged  instantly  to  repair.  In  hli  best  arms  and  ae- 
cODlrsments ,  to  the  place  of  rendezvous.  He  who  failed  to  appear  suffered 
the  eitiemilie*  ot£re  and  sword,  which  were  emblematically  denounced 
10  the  disobedient  by  the  bloody  and  burnt  marks  upon  this  warlike  lig- 
naL  During  the  civil  war  of  17IS— 6,  the  £ery  Ctobb  orisn  made  iU  cir- 
ouit;  and  upon  one  occasion  iipesseil  throagh  the  whole  district  ofBread- 
albaaa ,  a  tract  of  ibirry-lwo  miles,  in  three  hours."  Traces  of  this  costom

Hagbart,  son  of  a  king  of  Trondhelm,  emiaiag 
Trlth  olhert  of  hi*  family,  met  two  loni  of  the  monarch  of  Zealand  em- 
ployed la  similar  adventure:  a  conflict  of  conrie  eninfd,  irhirh  termina- 
ted atler  a  hard  ilrnggle  in  a  consolidation  of  tlie  hostile  forces.  Hagbart 
proceeded  vrilh  his  new  confederates  to  the  coort  of  Sigar,  their  father, 
where  a  mnlnal  allachmeni  was  formed  between  the  Danish  Princess  and 
tlic  Norwegian  Viking.  Her  brolbers  howaver,  rejected  l)ie  proposed 
alliance,  and  fell  Ticllms  lo  the  indignation  of  her  lover,  who  consc- 
qnently  waa  necessitated  to  fly.

BiLDCa's  aroiT,  a  common  ScandinaTiin  synonyina  for  war,  and 
sofliciently  expressive  of  the  popular  feeling.  —  "A  king  named  Hao^I 
had  a  danghler  hight  Hildnr.  A  king  named  Hedin,  (he  sou  of  Hjar- 
randa,  took  Kei  as  war-spoil.  King  Han gue  was  absent  on  «  luug's-mote  , 
and  when  hs  apetred  that  his  kingdom  had  been  raraged  and  that  his 
daughter  bad  been  carried  away,  he  bailed  with  bis  forces  to  seek  after 
Hedin,  it  being  told  him  that  he  had  sailed  northward  along  the  coast. 
But  so  soon  as  King  Hangni  came  Into  Norway,  he  heard  thai  Hedin  bad 
sailed  westward  over  the  lea.  Then  sallelb  Hangni  nfter  him  as  far  as  to 
the  Orkneys,  and  when  he  was  come  thither  bight  a«t-l(b,  Hedin  waa 
there  before  htm  with  hi*  troops.  Then  wended  Hildnr  nnto  her  father, 
bidding  faim  a  necklace  from  Hedia  in  reconciliallon,  'bat  at  the  same 
time',  she  added,  'Is  Hedlo  ready  to  give  battle,  nor  has  Hangni  any 
mercy  to  expect  bom  him.'  Hangni  aniwereth  bis  dangliier  harshly;  and 
when  the  fonnd  Hedin,  told  she  Iiim  that  Hangni  would  bare  do  accom- 
modation, and  that  he  sbonld  prepare  for  war.  This  do  Ihey  both,  going 
np  on  to  tlie  island  and  roanhalling  their  men  In  battle  array.  Then 
callelh  Hedin  to  Hangni  his  father-in-law,  and  offerelh  him  friendship, 
together  with  much  gold  as  ■  fine  tlierefor.

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Swotil  diou  praiactl  well,  Iinl  not  (he  viclory;  Ibal  blade  call  I  good, 
which  never  betrays  its  masMr.'  Then  began  thej  ihal  conieai  called  ibe 
Ujading-fight ,  and  Ihe  whole  Aaj  weie  balding,  Bnl  when  eiening  came 
on,  the  kings  Teinmed  on  board  their  letieli.  HiUui  -went  by  njghl 
to  Ihe  Geld  of  war,  and  waked  np  by  her  eDclianlmenla  all  who  were 
dead,  and  Ibe  next  da^  the  king*  went  bach  10  the  baitle-pUce  and  foaght, 
and  Willi  ihem  all  who  had  fallen  llie  day  betore.

Mr.  Faber,  B  name  dealiocd  haply  !□  inrviTe  unlit  "know- 
ledge shell  fail  and  prophecy  ahall  cease,"  refers  to  an  idolalmna  cnalom 
tn  Egypt,  this  sin^lar  snperslition  altribnting  fatidical  qnahlies  to  ahead 
"Ingenionaly  prepared."  A  mimic  head  ot  Oiiria ,  placed  In  "a  dish  re- 
aembllng  the  lanar  crescent,"  was  annnally  set  afloat  on  the  Nile,  lypl' 
fying,  according  lo  this  interpreter,  the  great  father,  Noah,  Immured  in 
Us  floating  coffin.  From  whatexer  source  It  took  its  rise,  the  notion  that 
aneh  oracles  might  really  be  constructed,  was  very  widely  diflused ,  and 
it  Is  not,  therefore ,  surprising  that  Oden  shonld  hare  had  many  imitatori 
or  rirals  In  the  earlona  art.  Amongst  the  most  anccessful  may  be  nom' 
bercd  the  "thrice-great  Hermes"  and  our  own  acientific  Roger  Bacon, 
until  some  future  'Willis  or  Savart  shall  conslmct  an  aiilamatOD ,  poaaaa- 
eing  a  power  of  prediction  aa  well  as  ol  articulation."

He  is  the  VMl-fmltr,  or  battle-god  yet  inrerlor 
to  Thor  in  prowess,  and  living  pcrpclDally  exposed  lo  ontrago  and  defeat 
from  gianlsaadgiaalcsics.  He  Is  the  parent  of  the  gods,  yel  first  progen- 
itor of  the  Royal  dynasties  of  the  North.  In  sum;  he  is  anpFeme  and 
inferior,  derived  and  nndenTed,  mortal  and  divine.  Some  cine  to  thi» 
lahyrialli  is  fnrnishcd  by  the  coniideralion,  that  a  vngne  conception  of 
One  Supreme  Bein»,  and  a  hope  of  inimortHlity,  mingle  in  the  religioiu 
system  oC  even  the  rndest  tribea;  and  that  the  voice  of  tradition  describ- 
ing the  origin  of  this  globe  end  the  early  (ate  of  man,  and  perpetnating 
prophetic  annonnccmcnls  of  hfs  and  lis  nlllmale  desllny,  has  nererwholly 
died  a^vay  in  the  distance.  These  truths  combining  with  the  creations 
of  fancy,  wliich  gave  to  phytlc.tl  agents  and  results,  to  llie  active  and 
passive  powers  of  nature,  "a  local  habilalion  and  ■  name,"  elevating  the 
oreatnre  10  nn  ecjiiality  with  the  Creator,  formed  necessarily  a  complicated 
and  hctcrogcneons  system;  in  which  truth  and  error,  Ideal  and  actual, 
were  blended  in  almost  ioexplieable  confusion.  The  mythology  of  the 
North  aeems  to  have  been  farther  perplexed  by  a  symbolical  Incorporation 
of  the  history  of  religious  contests  and  vicissllndes ;  and  to  have  been  ren- 
dered still  more  incongmons  by  the  snbslitolfon  of  a  second  immigrant 
Odsn  for  tho  ancient  deity.

aud  (he  accoanl  of  ihli  alliaDce  ia  dnlj-  cmbclliahed  vilh  a  linge  of  (he 
DiarTelloBi.  BetDTiiing  from  a  aneceurnl  cmbe ,  Thonien  enconnlcred  a 
tempo«t,  raised  hy  (he  art  of  a  magician,  in  Ibe  train  of  his  implacnble 
Too,  Prince  JBknIl;  aud  haTing  loat  bta  re»el  and  crew,  awam  lovrard 
Iho  ahore:  bnl  waa  on  the  point  of  periahing,  eihangled  by  tlie  breakers, 
-when  a  tall  female  form,  wading  ibcangb  tbs  anrf,  approached.  Her  ap- 
pearance was  nafemlnlne;  and  addresaing  htm  by  name,  she  Inquired 
whether  ha  wonld  purchase  hia  llFe  by  a  promiae  lo  grant  wlintever  boon 
she  mighl  snbaeqnenlly  desire.  This  condition  waa  aecepled;  Hnd  haiing 
hams  him  to  land,  she  resnscilaled  his  languid  animation  and  diamisacd 
him  with  good  wishes,  postponing  the  piefeicnce  of  lier  petiiion.  His 
enemy,  however,  Aieerlaining  hia  escape,  did  noi  relav  bis  persecniian; 
and  on  one  occaaion  contriTed  to  surprise  Thoralvn  when  only  accom- 
panied by  a  single  brolher,  and  to  attack  iKe  iwo  with  an  armed  liand. 
Back  to  back  the  brethren  fonght  manfully,  and  slewmost  of  their  asnail- 
anla;  bnt  Thorlc  al  Icoglb  fell,  and  Tborslen,  desperately  wonndcd  and 
faint,  was  forced  OTei  Ibe  precipice  to  wblch  be  had  retreated,  in  order 
lo  aecnre  hi*  rear.  Death  seemed  inerllable ;  and  he  most  aooo  baTe  pe- 
rished, had  he  not  been  ronsed  from  bisdeliqninm  by  the  samo  delivercsa 
who  had  reaenad  blm  from  a  walery  graTe.

"The  practise  of  holding  concts  in 
the  open  air,  which  so  long  pr«Tailed  in  Britain,  was  ■  relic  of  Draiilism 
which  snbsisted  in  most  Enroptean  conntriea.  The  ceqrt  of  Areopagus  al 
Athens  sal  in  the  open  air,  and  FUny  infocms  na  thai  the  Roman  Senate 
WHS  first  so  held.  That  circular  iaclosnres  of  stone  were  need  as  courts 
of  jnstice  and  places  for  trial  and  combat  is  well  known.  In  Scandinavia 
they  were  long  so  approprialodi  and  in  Shetland  and  Orkney  the  praclise 
conlinned  to  yery  late  times.  In  these  last  places  they  were  called  I'lng, 
which,  according  to  Dr.  Mnrray,  originally  signified  t>  mmnwil.  Of  these 
moot-hiili  the  most  remarkable  is  the  Tyrwald  in  the  isle  of  Han,  upon 
which  the  Dnke  of  Aihol,  as  descendant  of  the  ancient  kings,  aitnaBlly 
presides."  3) 

TiTfa-SToni,  a  high  Stone-hlock  on  the  highest  part  of  the  Ting- 
place.

The  penonal  imprecHlion  was  toon  accom- 
plislied ;  tor  ita  ownet,  Sv*(rl«mi,  baviag  liven  llie  nuuy  Iion-aludded 
ahleld  of  Atngrim,  Willi  whom  he  waa  engaged,  TjrGag  penelrated  the 
ground,  and  before  tl  canld  be  withdrawn ,  wai  diatevered,  with  a  portion 
of  the  arm  whieb  grasped  It,  bf  a  alroke  from  the  Viking,  who,  seizing 
Iho  liberaled  blade,  slew  hit  aulagonigl.  From  (he  conqueror  Amgrim, 
il  descended  to  his  ton,  Angantyi ,  and  Waa  inhumed  with  him  in  ■ 
mound  al  Samtoe.  The  precanllon ,  neverlLeleia ,  pravad  vain,  for  a 
pDsliinmoD*  daoghter  of  the  Berserk,  inheriting  hit  ferocion*  diapoaidon, 
addicted  heraelf  lo  war  and  lorcerj';  and  learning  iho  hlstorj  of  her  aire , 
proceeded  with  tome  RoTera  ,  whoae  leader  ahe  became  ,  toward  the  hannt- 
ed  isle.  With  diffically  the  persuaded  her  crew  to  approach  a  place 
wliere  demons,  ihfj  affirmed,  were  more  formidable  hy  daj  than  cite- 
where  by  night ;  nor  could  aoj  protpecl  of  gain  Induce  one  ot  them  to 
land.  Alone,  therefore,  and  at  tun-iet,  tbe  was  abandoned  upon  the 
shore,  the  lailort  not  venlnring  to  obserTO  their  promiaa  lo  await  her 
relurn  ;  aud  after  a  conference  with  a  herdsman ,  who  refused  lo  accompauy 
bcr  10  the  lomb,  she  advanced  to  the  icene  of  terrors.  Fcarfnl  were  lbs 
fires  ernpled;  yat  ondeterred  by  the  danger,  the  mne-verscd  maiden 
hatleaed  lo  the  principal  mound,  and  ihna  commenced  her  adjuration:  —

A  long  metrical  parley  ensued;  bnl  since  neither  flamea  nor 
ominODB  prediciions  conld  dlioci  the  heroine  from  her  pnrpoae ,  the 
charmed  weapon  wal  al  length  cast  iulo  her  hand.  The  Ihree  predicted 
atrocities  still  remained  to  be  perpetrated ;  and  of  these ,  her  own  son , 
Ucidrek,  was  subsequently  destined  to  be  tliC  agent  or  subject.  Banished 
by  Ms  father  for  mltconducl,  he  waa  pretenled  by  HervSc,  at  bis  departure  , 
with  Ibia  ill-fated  sword;  and  foi^etting  the  peualty  altucbcd,  drew  it 
with  jODlhfnl  inconaideralenest  to  conlemplate  ilt  brilliancy:  hia  only 
companion  waa  then  hit  brother,  and  him,  urged  by  the  apell ,  he  con- 
seqiienliy  slew.  The  next  deed  of  infamy  —  nUmfnnh  ~  enacted  with 
thia  bane  of  man ,  waa  the  Ireacberoiu  murder  of  Ileidrak's  benefactor 
aud  father-in-law,  with  hit  Infant  son.  And  the  assassination  of  thla 
ruffian  himself,  effected  by  some  captive*  with  his  own  deadly  hiade, 
completed  according  lo  the  Saga,  the  trio  at  crimes  foretold.  In  Uie  hand

thoae  precioua  and  wonderful  tliinga  of  wbtcb  Vanlund  was  mailer.    Ha 

iberefoto  imprisoned  bim,  seiied  bis  jewels,  treated  kirn  wilk  great 
aeverily,  and  obliged  bim  (o  employ  kia  exlraordinaTy  skill  in  prodnciug 
Bstonfsbiog  apecimena  at  bammered  and  smithied  metal.  This  cruel  treal- 
inenl,  liowever,   Vaulnnd  dearly  revenged  ,   and  be  avanlually  ancceeded 

to  tba  throne  of  bis  oppressor.  He  lived  long  and  bappilj,  and  received 
after  his  deatk  divine  kononra.  He  waa  univeTSally  regarded  ia  Ike 
North  as  Ike  proleclor  and  patron  of  Smitkery,  a  kind  of  faifMHl  Dunstan. 
Many  great  CLiefa,  of  oonrsa,  boaaledof  posseaaiug  apecimena  of  bis  won- 
derful art;  aud  lo  aeveral  oE  iheae,  miraoulons  powers  were  ascribed. 

"We  read  in  the  Icelandic  Saga:  — "King  Niilungnr  reigned  now 
in  Jutland,  and  bad  in  kis  train  thai  ezccUcnl  amitk ,  VelenI,  wboni  the 
Vsringar  (5»-r»jrn)  called  Volnud.  Ha  waa  so  celebrated  througliaul  the 
nonbero  world,  that  all  were  unanimous  in  placing  Kim  at  the  head  of 
his  eraft;  and  to  denote  Ibe  superior  excellence  of  any  prodnclion  of  the 
furnace,  it  became  nsual  to  aay  that  Ike  artist  most  have  been  a  r.fcmrfw- 
in  skill.  A  rivalry  having  ensued  belweea  Ibia  interloper  and  the  nionarch'a 
former  smith,  it  was  agreed  that  Veil nt  should  [abricale  a  sword ,  and 
bis  opponent  a  lielm,  which  the  latter  was  also  to  put  on,  and  it  it  wer« 
fonnd  proof  against  tlie  edge  of  bis  steel,  Velinl's  bead  was  to  pay  lb« 
fortell.  Accordingly,  at  llie  time  appointed,  Amilias,  having  previously 
•xprcased  Ills  delerpiinalion  lo  enforce  the  penally,  sat  down  upon  a  stool, 
defying  Vellnt  to  eierl  all  hia  atrength.  Tlie  latter,  who  atood  behind 
bim,  ihon  raiaing  his  weapon,  cleft  atasingle  stroke  the  armonrand  arm- 
nnrer  down  to  his  girdle;   and  inquiring  what  he  felt,  was  answered  by

In  order  to  obtain  some  inrormation  regarding  iKe  danger  of 
Balder,  irho,  1o  the  diamaj  of  all  the  lenants  of  AtgSrd,  bad  been  ren- 
dered diApiriled  Ihrongh  ominoni  dreams.  The  prophetess,  roused  from 
her  slumber  by  his  polenl  incantation,  aubmlls  very  nngracionaly  In  the 
Bcrntiny;  and  as  well  Ibrongh  the  purport  of  her  relalioni,  aa  through 
Ihe  tone  end  lemper  In  which  ihey  are  delivered,  completely  vindicalea 
Ihe  aimila  of  onr  pocl,  when  comparing  ibe  "111-bodiDg  wall  of  Yala, 
ntlered  with  a  voics  of  gloom,"  to  Ihe  murmured  sentence  of  malicious 
Helg^.  The  ancieal  lay  contains  passages  ot  awful  anblimity;  and  Ibel 
poet  had  drunk  copiously  of  ihe  inspiring  cup  of  Brag^ ,  wlio  penned 
an  imitation  ot  the  Skaldic  "DeacenI  of  Oden"  in  thia  lyric  phraac:  — 
"Up  roae  the  ling  of  men  with  apecd.

The  British  bard  paraphrased  very  freely  throiighout,  ;el  mnet  it  always 
b«  difficult  to  wish  a  single  word  obliterated ,  written  by  Mr.  Gray."
